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JEFF DAVIS MIXES 
‘LEGISLATION AND FEE 


Tells Committee He Expects 
Money from Land Affected by 
Measure He Advocates. 
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THEN ALTERS THE RECORD 











Declares It All an Error, but Commit- 
tee Puts Back Original Words—He 
Charges a Political Plot.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Senator Jeff 


Davis of Arkansas, in a personal plea be- 
fore the House Committee on Public 
Lands to-day, tried in vain to induce the 
committee to strike from its records the 
Senator's own admission that he had an 
interest as a lawyer in the subject mat- 
ter of a bill to advocate which he had 
appeared before the committee. The state- 
ment as to his interest in the bill Mr. 


Davis made before the committee some 
days ago in explaining his support of the 
measure, but when the stenographer'’s 
notes on the hearing were submitted to 
him he struck out the admission and 
modified it. ‘ 

When seen this afternoon in regard to 
the incident before the House Committee 
‘Mr. Davis, after declaring that there had 
been an error on the stenographer’s part, 
‘warned the newspaper men against print- 
ing anything ‘derogatory to my char- 
acter.”’ He threatened papers publishing 
‘*derogatory’”’ accounts of the incident 
with serious consequences, but said that 
he would himself issue no statement “ un- 
til I see what the press says about me.” 
Late to-night, however, he gave out @ 
statement ciiaracterizing the whole affair 
as ‘‘a sensational story gotten out by my 
jealous political enemies to injure me at 
home.”’ 

The bill in question was introduced by 
Representative Oldfield of Arkansas and 
provided for quieting title to about 100,000 
acres of swamp lands in the eastern part 
of Arkansas known as ‘Sunk Lands.” 
They are claimed in part by the United 
States, the St. Francis Levee Board, and 
private individuals. 

Admitted He Was Retained. 

It had been admitted by Senator Davis 
that he was the attorney for the &t. 
Francis Levee Board of the State of Ar- 
kansas, which claimed title to the lands 
under a State grant, and for which board 
he brought suit against a number of per- 
sons who had cut timber on the lands: 
The land was sold tn many cases, it is 
stated, for $1.50 an acre, but the timber 
was reported to be worth from $10 to $25 
per acre. . 

In his first appearance before the com- 
mittee the records showed that Senator 
Davis made the: fellowing statement. 

“We could not prove our title. I con- 
fess that there is just that much of sel- 
fishness in it to me because there is a 
good fee if I can recover the price of that 
timber. I do not care whom it goes to, 
whether it goes to the State of Arkansas 
or the St. Francis Levee Board, but I 
would rather it should go to the St. Fran- 
cis Levee Board, because that is just and 
right.”’ 

In correcting his testimony Senator 
Davis struck out the words “ because 
there is a good fee if I can recover the 
price of that timber,” and substituted for 
them the following: ‘‘ Because I am the 
attorney for the St. Francis Levee Board 
for the recovery of this timber.” 

Senator Davis asserted before the com- 
mittee to-day that he had not used the 
words attributed to him, but several mem- 
bers of the committee disagreed with him 
and declared that he did make the state- 
ment. 

The effort on Mr. Davis's part to modify 
the record was what called the nature of 
the situation to the attention of the com- 
mittee. Mr.. Davis was informed that the 
record of the committee would stand as 
written, and it was to overcome that dif- 
ficulty that Mr. Davis appeared before 
the committee to-day. Although he told 
the committee that he had been mis- 
quoted by the stenographer and that hig 
corrected statement was the true version 
of his words, Mr. Davis is again quoted, 
however, in the committee record of to- 
day as specifying unmistakably. that he 
was to receive an ‘‘ absolute fee as well 
as a contingent fee.’’ After considering 
the Senator’s request for an hour this 
morning in executive session, the House 
Committee decided that Mr. Davis must 
stand by his admission. 

To Have Contingent Fee. 


During Senator Davis’s appearance be- 
fore the committee to-day, Represent- 
ative Robinson of Arkansas, a member 
of the committee, inquired: 

‘‘Is this a contingent fee? ”’ 

‘“‘T have an absolute as well as a con- 
lingent fee,’’ replied the Senator. 

Representative Pickett—Does the con- 
tingent fee involve favorable consider- 
ation by Congress? ”’ 

Senator Davis—I can’t say. If the title 
is conferred upon the State of Arkansas 
it gives the levee board a much better 
standing. 

The bill is one which Mr. Davis per- 
suaded Mr. Oldfield to introduce for him. 
The Senator first tried to get Repre- 
sentative Joseph T. Robinson to intro- 
duce the bill for him, but Mr. Robinson 
refused. He then approached Mr. Old- 
field, who consented. It is said that 
Mr. Oldfield understood that Mr. Davis 
’ would himself assume some of the respon- 
sibility by -introducing the measure at 
the same time in the Senate, but so far 
Mr. Davis has not introduced the bill 
in his own name. 

Whether Mr. Davis's failure to intro- 
duce the measure under his own name 
frightened Mr. Oldfield or not does not 
appear, but recently the Representative 
did become alarmed and tried to recall 
the measure. He had at the outset 
marked the bill as ‘‘introduced by re- 
quest,”’ to that extent disclaiming au- 
thorship. He then went to the commit- 


tee and later to the Speaker in an effort 
to have the bill withdrawn, but at both 
laces he was told that the bill could 
e withdrawn only by a vote of the 
House. ° The bill therefore remained be- 
fore the Committee on Public Lands.

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CORBIN QUITS NEW THEATRE. 


yiterary Director Denies That Resigna- 
tion Was Due to Disagreement. 


John Corbin, the literary director of The 
New Theatre, has sent his resignation to 
the founders, to take effect at the end 
of the present season, in April. Winthrop 
Ames yesterday acknowledged that Mr. 
Corbin had taken such a step, but did not 
say when he would leave the position, 
nor what Mr.. Corbin’s reasons were. 
Last night Mr. Corbin himself explained 


that he had resigned in order to allow 
himself more time for his own literary 
work. He denied that there had been any 
dispute or unpleasantness in relation to 
the position. 

Mr. Corbin’s particular place at The 
New Theatre was to read and pass judg- 
ment upon plays submitted for produc- 
tion there. This entailed the reading of 
several hundred manuscripts, and the 
making of decisions based upon his gen- 
eral knowledge of theatrical desires in 
New York. It is said that his salary was 
$10,000 a year, and that he had an as- 
sistant, who acted as secretary, at a sal- 
ary of $1,200 a year. 

When asked about his resignation last 
night Mr. Corbin said: 

“I have resigned from the position of 
literary director of The New Theatre in 
order to have more time for my own work 
the literary work that I like. The way 
I came to take the position was this: 
When The New Theatre was established 
the founders offered me the. position of 
director now held by Winthrop Ames. 
1 refused, because I knew nothing of 
managing a theatre. At the suggestion 
of the founders I went to Boston and met 
Mr. Ames, and after two or three calls 
upon him I added my vote to the others 
to make him director. He was chosen 
unanimously. 

“‘I was then offered the post of literary 
director, because Mr. Amés thought he 
was not familiar enough with the de- 
mands of New York theatregoers to take 
entire charge of the selection of plays. I 
accepted this position and signed a con- 
tract for two years. The contract con- 
tained a clause which permitted me to re- 
sign upon three months’ notice, and I 
have taken advantage of this clause, that 
is all.” 

When asked about a report that his 
resignation was due to objections to a 





tre, at a recent gathering at the City 
Club, Mr. Corbin said that his resignation 
was in his pocket at the time he made 
the speech. Furthermore, he said, the 
speech had been incorrectly reported, anid 
that all he had said about Mr. Shubert 
was an anecdote of a good-natured sort 
that amused Mr. Shubert as much as any 
one.

BREAD TRUST HAS A RIVAL. 
Pittsburg Concern, with $5,000,000 Cap- 


ital, Is Building Bakeries Here. 


The so-called ‘“‘ Bread Trust,’ fromed 
two weeks ago in this city by the con- 
solidation of about a ddézen large bak- 
eries in Brooklyn, Manhattan, and the 
Bronx, will have to compete with what 
seems to be a formidable rival. A Pitts- 
burg company, with a capital said to 
amount to $5,000,000, has invaded the 
field here. This concern, known as the 
Ward Bread Company, has already be- 
gun the construction of a big bakery in 
Brooklyn. 

The building is being erected in Pacific 
Street, near Vanderbilt Avenue, and is to 
cost $50,000. Other large baking plants 
are to be built by the company in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. The Ward family 
of Pittsburg are the majority stockhola- 
ers in the concern. R. B. Ward is the 
President. 

In all four bread baking plants will be 
established in this city. The company 
now has bakeries in Pittsburg, Chicago, 
Boston, and Providence. Sites for bak. 
eries have been obtained at the foot of 
East Fifty-ninth Street, Manhattan, and 
the Southern Boulevard, in the Bronx. 

There is a belief in Brooklyn that the 
combination of New York bakers recently 
formed under the name of the Shults 
Bread Company was intended to meet 
expected competition from the Ward con- 
cern. Members of the Shults company, 
however, say that the consolidation was 
contemplated long before it became known 
that the, Wards were to enter the field 
here. 


THINK DAVENPORT DROWNED.

Detectives Hear of a Man Falling Off a 
Thirty-fourth Street Ferryboat.

One of the reports that came to the 
erief-stricken father at the Hote): Bel- 
mont was that at 1 o'clock on the morn- 
ing of Feb. 11 a man had walked off the 
dcek of a Thirty-fourth Street ferryboat 
and drowned. The case was reported to 
the police, but no record exists of the 
body having been found. 

It was at 12:30 that night that young 
Mr. Davenport walked out of the Thirty- 
fourth Street entrance of the Waldorf- 
Astoria, and disappeared. The detectives 
who are working on the case believe that 
the man boarded the ferryboat without 
knowing where he was going, and while 
under tne influence of drink stumbled 
into the river.

84 IN BURIED CARS; 
FEW CAN BE ALIVE 


Rescuers on Snowshoes Reach 
Great Northern Trains Swept 





from Track by Avalanche. 





DAY COACHES CRUSHED 





No Hope for Passengers in Them— 
Woman Rescued from Pullman 
Car After Twelve Hours. 





EVERETT, Wash., March 2.—With com- 
munications maintained only by men on 
snow shoes, itis said to-night that eighty- 
four persons may have been killed by the 
avalanche that crushed the two Great 
Northern trains at Wellington, near the 
west portal of the Cascade Tunnel. While 
only eight passengers and nine raliiroad 


employes are known to be dead, thirty- 


eight passengers and twenty-nine em- 


ployes of the road are missing. Railroad 
men think few of the missing Will be re- 
covered alive if they are buried in the 
wreckage beneath the mass of snow, loose 
stones, and uprooted trees which hurled 
the cars containing seventy sleeping per- 
sons over the narrow ledge of the high 
line down to the bottom of the gorge 150 
feet below. Besides these a score are 
more or less seriously injured. Twelve 
bodies had been removed to-night from 
the gorge. 

Rescue parties are working desperately 
to recover the passengers from the buried 
coaches. The day coach and the smoking 
car have not been found. They were 
smashed flat it is said, and one, woman 
was rescued from a Pullman after twelve 
hours imprisOnment under the snow. 

Brakeman Duncan and Conductors ‘Pur- 
cell and Glary, who were in one of the 
cars that was smashed to splinters, es- 
caped with slight bruises. In bare feet 
they worked for hours helping the in- 
jured and saving those caught under the 
wreckage. 

Mrs. M. A. Covington of Seattle who is 
missing was on her way to celebrate her} 
golden wedding to-morrow. Mrs. Starrett 
of Chemainus, B. C., and one child were 
saved, but two of her children were killed. 
All the injured are being cared for at 
Wellington and Scenic. It is thought all 
will recover. 

It is now said that, the reason the train 
was not kept in the tunnel, where it 
would have escaped the slide, was that 
the passengers feared they would be 
blockaded in and suffocated there.

The nearest telegraph station, Scenic 
Hot Springs, is three miles below Welling- 
ton, down a precipitous grade that is 
covered with a deep blanket of snow, 
which may slide down the nrountain at 
any moment, and puts the rescue parties 
in constant peril. The Wellington tele- 
graph operator arrived at Scenic Hot 
Springs to-day, almost insane from the 
scenes he had witnessed. No information 
as to the exact number of the‘ dead could 
be obtained from him. 

The railroad company is making strenu- 
ous efforts to reach Wellington from both 
sides of the mountain range. Relief trains 
have been dispatched from Evereit with 
supplies and a wrecking crew. The road 
is blocked in several places by smaller 
slides, and the high temperature leads to 
the fear that more may occur to impede 
the relief work. 

From this point at present the rescue 
trains can get no further than Scenic, 
whence the rescuers have to make their 
way on foot over the snow. The wounded 
being cared for at Wellington will be 
taken to the big hotel at Scenic as soon 
as possible. It is expected that the bodies 
of the dead will be embalmed, it being 
impractical to bring them out on sledges. 
From the east side of the Cascades ap- 
proach is cut off by a snowslide at 
Drury, six miles east of Leavenworth. 
which destroyed the station and killed 
Watchman Johnson. 

As stated yesterday, the two trains car- 
ried away by the avalanche were the 
westbound Spokane limited and the west- 
bound transcontinental fast mail. The 
latter carried no passengers. 

Most of the dead and injured are be- 
lieved to have been passengers on the 
Spokane express, forty of whom were on 
the train at the time of the disaster. Be- 
sides these, thirty workmen, who had 
been engaged in the battle against the 
drifts that had been holding the two 
trains imprisoned in the mountains since 
Feb. 24, were sleeping in the day coaches. 

The avalanche swept down the mount- 
ain at 4:20 A. M. The two trains with 
three locomotives, four powerful electric 
motors, the station, and water tank were 
swept off the ledge and desposited in a 
twisted mass of wreckage at the‘foot of 
the mountain. The noise from the snow- 
slide, which was a mile long, could be 
heard throughout the valley, and Supt. 
J. H. O'Neill, who was directing the work 
of the night shift, marshalled his men 


and hurried to the rescue, while a mes- 
senger was dispatched at once for fur- 
ther help. The first news of the disaster 
was Ltrought by John Wentzel of Welling- 
ton. He staggered into Skykomish, eight- 
een miles from Wellington, vesterday. 

“All wiped out,’’ he cried. ‘* Nothing 
but smooth snow where the tracks stood 
and the trains were durnped into the 
canon.’’ ‘ 

He was so exhausted from his long 
ight against the snow that it was sev- 
gral hours before he could give anything 
like a coherent story. Piecing together 
what he said, it appears that the ava- 
lanche came without warning. Upon the 
noise-of it, Wentzel, who was at W. R. 
Balilet’s Hotel, rushed out only to see the 
billows of snow settling over the tracks 
where the train had stood a few seconds 
before. Later he saw men carrying wo- 
men and children from the partly buried 
coaches which had been carried down the 
side of the gulch. He thought that eight 
women and children were carried out 
while he looked on. Some of them 
moaned and he knew they were living. 
Bailet moved his family back into the 
tunnel for safety, but. his hotel, the saloon, 
and the sture were untouched. The little 
railroad station was swept away by the 
edge of the avalanche, which had grazed 
the other huddled houses.

BURST, RAINEY SAYS 


Made by Cheap Labor at Bethle- 
hem, He Tells House, and Ac- 
cident Was Hushed Up. 








FAVOR PRIVATE COMPANIES 





Government Contracts Turned Over to 
Them, Congressman Charges, While 
Little Ig Done at Arsenals.

WASHINGTON, March 2.One of the 
colossal 14-inch guns burst during the 
ordnance trials at Sandy Hook and the 
matter was hushed up, according to Rep- 
resentative Rainey of Illinois, who made 
attack to-day the 
Bethlehem Steel Company and the Gov-

ernment officiais that have been favoring 
it with orders. The gun which burst, he 
said, was made by the most poorly paid 
skilled labor in the country. 

Mr. Rainey made his attack in the mid- 
dle of a speech during the discussion of 
the Post Office Appropriation bill. 

The Bethlehem plant, according to Mr. 
Rainey, is the home of strikes and lock- 
outs and of many labor troubles. 

“For two or three vears,” he cried, 
‘the Government contracts have. been 
going In larger and larger amounts to the 
Bethlehem Steel Works and to Midvale, 
and the force in the Government arsenals 
has been gradually diminishing. At the 
present time in the works of the Bethle- 
hem Company 10,000 men are idle and the 
strike commenced in the Government 
shops The most poorly paid skilled laborers 
in the country are employed in the werks 
of the Bethlehem Steel Company. They 
make the guns for the army; they make 
the guns for the navy. They claim they 
make them up there at Waterviiet, but 
they do not do it. The orders for all the 
castings and all the forgings of all the 
guns for the army and practically all of 
the guns for the navy are diverted b) 
officers in charge to Midvale and Beth- 
lehem, where the castings and the 
forgings are made by the poorest paid 
labor in all the world. After the. cast- 
ings and forgings are ‘inished up at Beth- 
lehem they are simpiy sent to the navy 
vard and are assembled there. The work 
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of making the guns in the Government 
arsenals now is simpiv the process 
assembling the parts, and yet they claim 
they make them there. 

‘*A public scandal is now brewing in 
this country on account of the operations 
of these private works, which employ the 
cheapest skilled labor in the country. Not 
long ago, I am informed, a great 14-inch 
gun burst in its trials at Sandy Hook. It 
was manufactured and forged and the 
castings were made by one of these pri- 
vate companies. Nothing was said about 
it or how much the Government has lost 
by the bursting of one of the greatest 
guns manufactured in this country. No 
one knows that.’’

Resume Work at South 
Bethlehem, Penn. 


SOUTH BETHLEHEM. Penn., March 
9 —Confidence in the ability of the au- 
thorities to maintain order and protect 
men brought an increased number of 
workmen to the Bethlehem Steel Works 
to-day. Many of those who feared to 
venture near the plant yesterday resuméd 
work to-day. No violence was reported, 
and there was an entire absence of crowds 
of striking foreigners near the plant. 

The State police have been withdrawn 
from the streets of the town and are sta- 
tioned within the steel works and in front 
of the company’s main office. The Sher- 
iff’s deputies, however, are still patrolling 
the streets. 


TAFT WANTS CANNON OUT. 


So Says Augustus P. Gardner, Who 
Fears a Party Split.

BEVERLY. Mass., March 2.—‘‘I am 
absolutely convinced that the uppermost 
wish in Mr. Taft's mind to-day is that 
Sreaker Cannon should announce his re- 
tirement and thus avoid a split in the 
party,’ was one sentence of a speech by 
Congressman Augustus P. Gardner here 
to-night that was received with cheers 
by 2 members of the Beverly Repub- 
lican Club at their annual banquet. 

‘‘Mr. Cannon is a politician of a type 
that is passing away,’ continued the 
speaker. ‘‘He is scrupulously honest, 
from the financial point of view, and he 
js det2rmined and courageous. If he were 
not he would not have been returned to 
Congress again and again. Those of us 
thet are banded together under the name 
of insurgents have two objects in view. 
First, the retirement of Mr. Cannon, and, 
second, such a change in the rules of 
the Hcuse that will distinctly curtail the 
power of the Speaker.”’ 


FRANCE ACCEPTS KNOX PLAN. 


Favors Establishment of Permanent 
Court of Arbitral Justice. 


PARIS, March 2.—The French Govern- 
ment has replied to Secretary iKnox’s pro- 
posal to the powers looking to the estab- 
lishment of a permanent international 
Court of Arbitral Justice, accepting the 
proposition in principle, but making cer- 
tain suggestions which the French Gov- 
ernment believes will bring all the other 
powers into accord.

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MRS. ASTOR 10 GET 
ONLY $60,000 A YEAR 


Reported Amount of the Alimony 
Attached to Her Divorce 
Arouses Surprise. 








BUT SHE COULD NOT INSIST 





The Alternative Was to Go Into Court 
in a Battle for Alimony and Try 
the Whole Case Publicly. 





While neither the lawyers for John Ja- 
cob Astor nor for Mrs. Ava Willing Astor 
will discuss the financial settlement upon 
which Mrs. Astor has decided to ask in 
the White Plains Court to-morrow that 
her interlocutory decree of divorce be 
made permanent, it is known that this 
phase of the question has become of much 
concern to Mrs. Astor’s intimate friends. 

While those not in a position to know 
the exact truth have thought that Col. 


Astor’s lawyers were trying to put the 
cash settlement figure at $100,000 a year, 
and while Mrs. Astor’s lawyers were ask- 
ing for $400,000, or the income on $10,000, - 
000, more intimate friends now state that 
the actual figure finally acceded to by 
Mrs. Astor is only $50,000 a year. 

This remarkably icw figure occasioned 
much surprise wherever it was mentioned. 
It is said that Col. Astor’s lawyers heid 
Gul positively against naming any higher 
sum, and that this left Mrs. Astor the al-, 
ternative of accepting it or letting her in- 
terlocutory decree automatically lapse and 
going into court on a straight fight for 
alimony, a proceeding which would have 
reopened the entire case. 

When Justice Mills grants Mrs. Astor 
the special hearing on Friday merely 
routine matters connected with granting 
the formal decree will be heard. The 
financial] settlement does not appear in 
any of the legal papers, as that - was a 
matter left to stipulation between the 
attorneys for the plaintiff and defendant. 

When Mrs. Astor was seen to be hold- 


ing back her petition for a final decree}, 


toward the end of the thirty-day period 
which the interlocutory decree 
would lapse it was rumored at first that 
there Were prospetts of a reconciliation, 
It soon became known, however, that fi- 
narwial matters were the cause for the 
long delay, and that the lawyers for Col. 
Astor would not grant anything like the 
sum requested by those for Mrs. Astor. 

The legal firms engaged in the settle- 
ment dispute were Strong & Caldwala- 
der of 40 Wall Street, representing Mrs. 
Astor, ana Lewis Cass Ledyard of 60 
wll Street, representing Col. Astor. At 
both of these law offices an efford was 
made vesterday to obtain an official 
statement of the amount of money agreed 
upon as Mrs, Astor’s setticment. At the 
offices of Strong & Caldwalader it was 
said that the member of the firm having 
charge of the Astor matters was out of 
town, and that no one else would wish 
to discuss the matter.

The income on $10,000,000, which was 
one of the proposals under consideration, 
would have amounted to about $400,000, 
the sum named as the extremé amount 
requested by Mrs. Astor. Many meetings 
between counsel are said to have pre- 
ceded the agreement upon $50,000 a year, 
several of them stormy.

VIENNA, March 2.—A complicated law- 
suit involving two sums of 500,000 crowns 
($125,000) each, which were borrowed by 
Princey Miguel of Braganza from two 
provincial savings banks, was begun to- 
day in the Imperial Court, Chamberlain's 
Department, which is empowered to ad- 
judi¢ate disputes in connection with mem- 
bers of the imperial family. 

According to the testimony, Prince 
Miguel first borrowed 500,000 crowns from 
the Kolin Savings Bank of Bohemia, for 
whith his father, the Duke of Braganza, 
and his aunt, the Archduchess Maria "Bhe- 
resa, were security. Next Prince Miguel 
borrowed 5°0,000 crowns from the Hehen- 
mauth Savings Bank, for which Prince 
Alexander of Thurn and Taxis was se- 
curity, with the previso that_the Kolin 
bank indemnify him. 

Prince Miguel is said to have used the 
second loan to repay the Kolin bank, and 
Prince Alexander is now seeking to shift 
his obligation to the Duke of Braganza 
and the Archduchess.

STATE 10 BLOW UP 
HUDSON'S ICE JAMS 


Albany and Other Places Al- 
ready Damaged May Be 
Saved Further Losses. 








Much Damage Done in New England, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and the Far 
West—Thousands Homeless. 





Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 2.—Appearing in the 
Assembly to-day in rubber boots, which 
he said he “‘ had not been out of for any 
great length of time for two days and 
nights,’’ Assemblyman B. R. Lansing of 
Rensselaer, opposite Albany, on the 
Hudson, introduced a resolution directing 
the Superintendent of Public. Works to 
“proceed forthwith to break the gorges 
in the Hudson south of Albany and re- 
lieve the city of the great impending 
danger.’’ 

The resolution declared that the cities 
along the Hudson were menaced by the 
fact that the Superintendent was engaged 
in breaking the gorge in the Mohawk, 
and that when the work is completed the 
releasing of the flood of the upper valiey 
would descend upon Albany and other 
places along the Hudgon, 

‘*Prompt and heroic action is necessary, 
as lives are being sacrificed,’ Mr. Lan- 
sing said, in urging immediate action on 
his resolution. The Assembly cornplied 
with the Rensselaer member’s request, 
and the resolution was sent. to the Sen- 
ate, which also passed it under a suspen- 
sion of the rules. 

Acting under the resolution Winslow 
M. Mead, Deputy Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, chartered a locomotive and 
went down along the river some of the 
way over rails three feet under water. 
He chartered two ironclad steam barges 
at Rondout, which will start to-morrow 
morning to break their way through solid 
fields of ten to eighteen inch ice, from 
Rondout to a point five miles south of 
Coeymans, From there to Castleton, a 
village ten miles south of Albany, the ice 
which broke and went down in January 
is thrust under the old fields and fills 
the river channel to its bed. It thus holds 
back the water, causing it to rise over 
the river sections of Albany and Rensse- 
laer. . 

The Hudson reached a height of eight- 
een feet, the highest mark of the year, in 
Albany tu-day. In the southern section 
of the city the first floors of houses were 
flooded and versons sought refuge in the 
upper floors. Commissioner Cantine of 
the Department of Public Sofety and Com- 
missioner Storrs of the Charities Depart- 
ment took prompt measures to relieve suf- 
fering. throwing open the city’s supplies 
to those who need food or clothing. 

The police to-night patrolled the streets 
in rowboats. Several industries in the 
fiooded district were forced to suspend 
operations to-day, throwing many out of 
employment. 


UTICA, N. Y., March 2.—Efforts of 
gangs of powder men who have been en- 
aeavoring to break the ice jam at Herki- 
mer have begun to bring forth good re- 
sults. While the congestion has not been 
completely broken, a narrow channel has 
been forced, through which the long- 
checked waters are now flowing. 

It was estimated at Y o'clock to-night 
that the water in the village streets had 
receded fully twe feet since noon. It Is 
now believed that the flood has spent its 
foree, and that further extensive damage 
is quite improbable. 

Prompt relief steps have been taken 
both in Herkimer and other places in the 
vicinity. A subscription list was started 
in the village to-day, and several hun- 
dred dollars was subscribed for the flood 
victims. A substantial sum also has been 
subscribed in Utica. The State Armory 
at Utica and the Utica Young Men's 
Christian Association Building have been 
offered to as many Herkimer families as 
these buildings will accommodate. 

FORT PLAIN, N. Y., March 2.—After 
twenty-four hours of the New 
York Central tracks here are again open, 
though the service is irregular. The wa- 
ters receded during the day and were 
still sinking to-night 

At St. Johnsville the loss {s heavier 
than here. The railways and manufactur- 
ing plants are flooded and have shut 
down. Furnace fires are out, and suffer- 
ing from the cold is great.

The Hudson River Division of the New 
York Central Railroad had experienced 
trouble from the Mohawk Valley 
floods south of Albany last night, but 
about seventy-five miles of the road north 
and west of Albany was in trouble, the 
tracks being unde, water at Yosts, Her- 
kimer, and Fort Plain. 

Although the west-bound trains were 
about on time at Albany, cast-bound 
trains were runing from thirty-five min- 
utes .9 two hours late yesterday, owing 
to the necessity of detouring on the West 
Shore tracks from Schuyler Junction to 
Carmen. Incoming trainmen_ reported 
seeing houses everturned by floating ice 
at various points along the road, and fac- 
tories with their lower floors under water.

DAMAGE’ IN NEW ENGLAND. 
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Rivers Overflow Their Banks and 
Factories Stop Work. 


BOSTON, March 2.—Five days of heavy 
rains and continued mildness has cre- 
ated flood conditions along many of the 
rivers in. New England. Though so far 
no great damage has been reported, much 
inconvenience has been caused, trans- 
portation schedules have been deranged 
by the washing out of tracks, and in 
several districts considerable apprehen- 
sion is being felt for homesteads and 
factories along the banks of streams. 

Throughout Massachusetts the rivers 
are rising steadily. At Frarwich, on Cape 
Cod, the railroad tracks have been 
washed away and several highway bridges 
have been carried away. In the» western 
part of the State the Housatonic River 
has overflowed its banks from Shef- 
field to Great Barrington, and for miles 
highways are under water. Washouts 
on the railroad lines in that section ham- 
pered traffic to-day. 

Thus far the rise of the smaller streams 
has been rapid. In some cases the fac- 
tories which line these streams have 
been forced to suspend operations. 





FAMILIES ARE DRIVEN OUT. 


Susquehanna River Still Rises and 
Pennsylvania Towns Are in Peril. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 2.—The 
Susquehanna River shows no signs of re- 
ceding. The official measurement made 
at 9 o'clock to-night showed 25 5-10 fect 
above low-water mark with the water 


rising about one inch an hour.

4,000 HOMELESS IN OHIO. 


Floods Continue to Do Great Damage, 
Forcing Hundreds Out of Work. 


CLEVELAND, March 2.—At least 4,000 


persons are homeless in Ohio as a result 
of the flood, which continues to do much 
damage. Numbers of plants have been 
closed and: hundreds of men and women 
are out of work. The. damage is now es- 
timated at more than $1,000,000. 

Unly a few of the big steel works at 
Youngstown are still running, and these 
are expected to suspend to-morrow. The 
tracks of the Pennsvivania Railroad are 
several feet under water, and have been 
abandoned. 

The huge gorge which has blocked Main 
Street- in Warren has resisted several at- 
tempts to dynamite it, and it is feared 
that if it breaks now the town will suf- 
fer heavily. <A $50,000 bridge over the 
Auglaize River at, Defiance has been 


swept away. 
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FIVE DROWN IN WASHINGTON. 


SEATTLE, March 2.—Mountain floods 


are sweeping every river valley in the 
Northwest to-night, and railroads are 
helpless to move traffic. Bridges are 
gone, trackage is washed out, and de- 
files are filled by, avalanches. * 

Many river towns are inundated and a 
large number of people in various places 
are temporarily homeless. Five persons 
have been deserved. 

The flood water comes from the melting 
of vast quantities of snow in the Cas- 
cade Mountains by a warm sea breeze. 
Thus far the financial loss has been 
small. 

.Centralfa, Wash., was inundated to-day. 
The country between Centralia and Che- 
halis is covered by a sheet of water. 

All tributaries of the Snake River in 
Idaho are torrents, and the Snnke River 
is higher than ever before.- Railroad traf- 
fie in Idaho is at a standstill. The pas- 
sengers of six transcontinental trains are 
marooned at various points along the 
Oregon Short Line. Large sections of 
track have been washed out. 


REFORM JUDAISM A PROCESS. 


Cure fof Putative Evils Is More Re- 
form, Says Rabbi Wise. 


LONDON, March 2.—Dr. Stenhen 8. 
Wise, rabbi of the Free Synagogue, New 
York, delivered his third address at the 
Westbourne Social Home, London, _ to- 
night on the subject of Judaism, under 
the ausvices of the Jewish Religious 
Union, He said: 

‘““It cannot be insisted upon too vizgor- 
ously that reform Judaism is not a step, 
but a process. The cure for some of the 
evils of democracy is more democracy; 
the cure fof some of the putative evils 
of the reform movement is more reform— 
real reform, not pseudo-reform. 

‘*Perhaps the most important result of 
the Jewish liberal movement has been 
that it has not onty liberated and eman- 
cipated the few who profess themselves 
its disciples, but that it has done much 
to liberate and liberalize the many who 


imagine themselves to be unyielding and 
inflexible in their orthodoxy. 

“Who is it that your union is trying 
to win’? Is it not the wavering, 
tached, who have either taken themselves 
away from synagogue affiliation or else 
have never entered into it? Is the de- 
voutly estranged theréfrom the loser if 
those who seem to be permanently es- 
tranged therefrom are won over by the 
reasonableness of the Jewish Religious 
Union? Or is the orthodox wing in 
Anglo-Israel to take the position that it 
were better that your children altogether 
secede from the synagogue than accept 
the position of those who will not give 
assent to every mandate of orthodox Ju- 
daism?’”’

‘““Wednesday morning we were stopped 
at the east portal of the Cascade tunnel,’”’ 
said Mr Rogers. ‘*‘ We stayed there until 
Friday night, when we left the east 
portal. A few hours later an avalanche 
wiped out the station and the bunkhouse 
where we ate. killing two men. We pulled 
through the tunnel as far as Wellington, 
which is about a half mile beyond the 
west portal Conductor Petit was in 
charge of our train, and he proved a hero 
throughout those trying days. There was 
plenty of food, but only enough coal to 
maintain the heat in our coaches, which 
was absolutely necessary because of the 
sick people aboard.

FOR MORTUARY FUND 





Baker So Reports to Gaynor, Who 
Accepts the Statement, but 
with a Reservation.”

Corruption Cash to Kili the Bingham

Police. Commissioner Baker reported to 
Mayor Gaynor yesterday that the $12 as- 
sessment per member imposed by the’ Pa- 
trolmen’s Benevolent Association recently 
is merely for the benefit of that same old 
mcrtuury fund. Since this assessment 
became known, it had been generally 
supposed that the fund was in the nat- 
ure of a ‘“‘ corruption funa”’ meant for use 
when the police bills now: pending come 
before the Legislature in Albany. It was 
because of this that the Mayor ordered 
an investigation. 

The Mayor intimated that he himself 
felt satisfied that Mr. Baker's investiga- 
tion had revealed the true reason for the 
coliection of the fund. No one apparent- 


ly had pointed out io him the coincidence 
that three years ago almost to a day the 
mortuary. fund of the Patrolmen’s Benevvo- 
lent Association was increased by $80,000 
at a time when it was to the interest of 
nearly every policeman on the force to 
poset Commissioner Bingham’s Police 
Ss. 

The Mayor said yesterday that he called 
upon the Commissioner to report to him 
concerning this new fund two weeks ago, 
and that he had now received Mr. Baker’s 
reply. It showed, the Mayor said, that 
the .Commissioner had examined under 
oath a large number of the officers and 
members of the Patrolmen’s Benevolent 
Association, and had reported as a fact 
that the money was being raised pursuant 
to a resolution passed by the association 
on Oct. 14 last, providing for an increase 
of the association’s death benefit to S750. 
Formal notice of this assessment was 
posted in every station in the city. Com- 
missioner Baker appended to his report 
the Mayor said a copy of this printieu 
notice. 

Contained in this announcement is a 
significant clause which states that if it 
be found that the total of such assess 
ments shall not be sufficient to produce 
the result of raising the death benefit to 
$750, the assessment of $12 shall be re- 
turned on or before May 1, 10910. Cer- 
tain persons who saw the notice were 
unsympathetic enough to suggest that 
certain legislative enactments might pro- 
duce this result. 

Should the Mayor find any reason for 
changing his mind, however, it is not 
going to be plain sailing for the collectors 
of this fund, for he concluded his state- 
ment yesterday, by declaring that he 
meant to look into the matter further and, 
if he found that the money was being 
collected tor any other than the avowed 
purpose, he would take pains to veto any 
resulting bille which might come down 
from Albany. 

The ‘‘ mortuary fund” of the Patrol- 
men’s Benevolent Association was last in- 
creased by the collection of a fund in 
March, 1907. At that time Commissioner 
Bingham’s Police bill came before the 
Legislature in Albany. It gave him power 
to reduce Inspectors and to make Acting 
Inspectors, besides various other preroga- 
tives which the members of the depart- 
ment thought would prove detrimentai to 
their welfare. It was determined forth- 
with to increase the mortuary fund. 

Commissioner Bingham and District At- 
torney Jerome made private investiga- 
tions. They discovered the $80,000 fund 
in a vault of the Lincoln Trust Company, 
and they examined every man who could 
be connected with the fund. The most 
they learned, however, was that on Nov. 
23 of the year before—another striking 
coincidence with the proceeding of this 
‘vear—a résolution had been passed by 
the association to ihcrease the mortuary 
fund, each member to be assessed $20. 
District Attorney Jerome examined the 
books of the association, but could find 
nothing in them to contradict the state- 
ments of the officers and men. The in- 
vestigation was carried on for some time, 
but produced no other result. 


DISMISSES TWO; FINES THREE. 





Baker Makes Short Work of Police- 
men Involved in Assault on a Woman. 


By dismissing from the force two pa- 
trolmen and fining the three others, Police 
Commissioner Baker made snort work 
vesterday of the case of the five men 
who are alleged to have attacked an in- 
toxicated woman somé weeks ago in the 
rear room of a barber shop at 404+ East 
Thirty-fourth Street. 

The patrolmen dismissed were Harry G. 
Weitzel of Traffic Squad C and John W. 
Grove of the East Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion. Weitzel was charged with having 
sent out to buy whisky for the woman, 
Anne Anderson, and for himself, and 
Grove with having visited the woman later 
in the day. The trial brought out that 
the facts were known to Patrolmen Pat- 
rick G. Bligh and Arthur E. Temple and 
Central Office Detective James T. Staple- 
ton, but that they had not reported the 
matter to their sunerior officers. 

Bligh and Temple were each fined thirty 
days’ pay, and Stapleton, who had been on 
the force but six’ months, ten days’ pay. 
It is understood that Third Depucry Com- 
missioner Walsh, before whom the men 
were tried, recommended the dismissal of 
one of the men fined, but the Commis- 
sioner reduced the punishment. 

Three other men whose misconduct was 
reported directly to the Mayor and by his 
order put on trial were fined. They were 
Patrolmen Andrew Crown and Charles G.

Charge of Corruption. 





HE DID NOT SAY WHO PAID 





Former Secretary of Alids Declares It 
Impossible That Bribe Was Paid 
as Charged by Accusers.

. ALBANY, March 2.—Senator Jotham P. 
Allds, who is on trial before the Senate 
on @ charge that he demanded and ac- 
cepted a $1,000 bribe to influence his of- 
ficial acts as an Assemblyman in 1901, will 
take the stand in his own defense at 
the hearing to-morrow. 

This announcement was made at the 
close of the session to-day after all the 
Senators who attended the so-called in- 
Surgent caucus, where Senator Benn Con- 
ger of Tompkins first told his story of 
legislative corruption, had testified. Their 
stories were replete with graphic details, 
but interest to-night naturally centres in 
the severe ordeal reserved for Senator 
Allds when he its taken in hand for cross- 
examination by James W. Osborne of 
counsel for Senator Conger. 

There were only two witnesses to-day 
besides the insurgent Senators. George T. 
Kelly, an Albany Democrat, who in the 
1901 Assembly was a minority member 
of the Committee on Rules which killed 
the Highway bill, denied all knowledge 
of the measure, for the defeat of which 
Senator Conger testified that bridge in- 
terests paid $6,000. Harvey J. Daniels, 
Assistant Postmaster of Chenango, where 
Senator Allds lives, was clerk of the 
Assembly Committee on Ways and Means 
ofswhich Senator Allds was Chairman in 
1901. His testimony was designed to show 
that it would have been impossible for 
Hiram G. Moe to have handed Mr. Allds 
the $1,000 bribe on the final day of the 
1901 session as related by Mr. Moe and 
Senator Conger. Ex-Judge Augustus Van 
Wyck spent three hours crass-examining 
the witness, apparently with a view of 
proving that his story was a recent fabri- 
cation. 

The insurgent Senators were called to 
the stand after the Senate, as a committee 
of the whole, by a vote of 32 to 1, had 
sustained the ruling of Senator Davis that 
these Senators were competent witnesses 
and that their testimony should not dis- 
qualify them from voting on the question 
of Mr. Allds’s guilt. The only dissenting 
Senatur was Howard R. Bayne of the 
Zock!and-Richmond District. 


Other Senators’ Views Secret. 


From the testimony relating to the oc- 
currences at the insurgent caucus it ap- 
peared that the Senators who took part 
in it had reached the conclusion that 
Senator Allds was unfit to become Presi- 
dent pro tem. of the Senate long before 


Senator Conger begansto tell his bribery 
story. A statement setting forth rea- 
sons for not supporting Mr. Allds was 
already being drafted. Senator Conger 
had testified that what he said about 
Senator Allds was not any worse than 
the statements made at some of the other 
conferences. The Senators were permitted 
to leave the stand, however, without being 
questioned with reference to wnat they 
had said. 

Senator Harvey D. Hinman of Broome, 
the first witness, volunteered the in- 
formation that after Conger had told of 
‘is alleged bribing of Senator Allds in 
1901 he had said someihing about the 
experiences of the bridge companies in 
the years that followed. He was shut 
off at once by Lewis A. Carr of counsel 
for Senator Allds, who said: 

“T do not care. I don’t want to inquire 
in regard to that.”’ 

‘Senator, you were stopped just as you 
began to talk about subsequent years, 
said Mr. Osborne, on cross-examination. 

“Well, I volunteered that. I did it sim- 
ply to show the connection,” said Senator 


Hinman. 

_“ Well, I volunteer now. too. Go on and 
state the whole conversation,’’ said Mr. 
Osborne. 

Mr. Carr again objected, and Mr. Os- 
borne, after Senator Hinman had _ sug- 
gested that he really did not need the 
testimony, finally’ subsided. None of the 
Senators on the floor attempted to elicit 
any information from their colleague on 
the subject, and so the next witness was 
called. 

Senators Rose of Oranze and Agnew 
and Newcomb of New York were called 
in succession. All the testimony about 
what occurred at the caucus agreed in 
that no mention was made by Senator 
Conger of Hiram G. Moe or the part he is 
alleged to have plaved in the “ fixing” 
of the legislators. Neither, the Senators 
testified, did Senator Conger say in so 
manv words that he had paid the bribe 
to Senator Allds himself. Senator Brack- 
ett of Saratoga, according to the wit- 
nesses, asked Conger after he had told 
his story: 

‘* Benn. Jo 
got the stuff?’’ 7s 
know he got it.’’ 

Brackett Tellsx of Revelation. 

Senator Brackett told by far the most 
complete story of the insurgent caucus. 
It came out on cross-examination. 

‘** My recollection,”’ he said, ‘is 
the members of the conference got to- 
gether some time about 8 o'clock. The 
conferrees had determined not to support 
Senator Allds for leader, and not to go 
into a caucus where they might under any 
circumstances be called on to vote for 
him. It was then suggested that some 
reasons should be given why the result 
was reached. It was suggested that I 
should make a few sentences on the snh- 
ject, which I did, and Senator Davenport 
had some stenographer'’s notes. Senator 
Davenport was at one table writing out 
his notes. Senator Conger was at an- 
other. Senator Agnew was lying on his 
back on the bed. Senator Rose was on 
one side of the rooni. Senator Newcomb 
was standing on the other side of the 
ro@em. Senator Hinman was pacing along 
up and down the side of the room where 
T was standing. That is a picture of the 
situation.

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WIRELESS FROM.FOG 
TELLS OF COLLISION 


Outgoing Liners Steam Away 
Under Orders to Help the 
Tagus and Republic. 








MAURETANIA WITH THEM 





Royal Mailer, Little Damaged in Crash 
with Crippled Schooner, Stands 
by Her Fellow-Victim. 


The receipt of a wireless message yes- 
terday morning from Barnegat, N. J., 
reporting a collision between the Royal 
Mail Steam Packet Tagus, inbound from 
Kingston, Jamaica, and the four-masted 
schooner Republic, from San Juan, Porto 
Rico, was the cause of much alarm until 
a second message came in with the news 
that thessteamer was safe and the schoon- 
er in no immediate danger. The collision 
occurred about 8 A. M., and was due to 
the blanket of fog that hung over the 
North Atlantic Coast. 

The Tagus carried more than one hun- 
dred first-cabin passengers. Immediate- 
ly following the collision the Tagus, which 
had escaped without serious damage, 
stood by to take off the Captain and 
crew of seventeen on the Republic if it 
was found that she could not weather the 
seas in her crippled condition. The 
schooner was struck on the starboard 
quarter, and her hull considerably dam- 
aged. 

Capt. Mason, commander of the Tagus, 
quickly got into communication with 
Sanderson & €o., agents of the Royal 
Mail Line, at 19 and 21 State Street, by 
wireless. Soon after the receipt of his 
first alarming message the agents were 
besieged with inquiries for the safety of 
passengers on the Tagus from relatives 
—. friends. Capt. Mason's message 
said: 


Schooner Republic run down by Tagus 
twenty miles southeast of Barnegat. Schoon- 
er asks for assistance of tugs. 

Soon after this second message was re- 
ceived from Capt. Mason: 


Tagus standing by; schooner waiting for 
relief. 


All outgoing vessels were speedily noti- 
fied of the collision by the United States 
Wireless Company. These messages were 
relayed from one vessel to another to 
make sure that al! should be on the look- 
out, and if necessary go to the rescue of 
the crew of the Republic. In answer to 
a message wired to the Tagus by Llovd 
B. Sanderson, asking for further details 
of the collision, Capt. Mason sent this 
reply at 2 P. M.: 

Tagus is still standing by the schooner 
Republic, with which she collided twenty- 
five miles southeast of Barnegat in sev- 
teen fathoms of water. The schooner 
is slightly damaged on the starboard quar- 
ter. The chief officer, carpenter, and boat's 
crew from the Tagus are on board the 
Republic patching the damaged portion of 
the hull to prevent any water from enier- 
ing. There is no immediate danger to the 
schooner unless bad weather sets in. 

Still another wireless message was re- 
ceived from Capt. Mason at 5 P. M. ask- 
ing the agents if he was expecied to at- 
tempt to bring up the Tagus last night. 
Mr. Sanderson immediately directed him 
by wire to wait until this morning. 

Within a short time after the receipt of 
the first alarming messaf®e announcing 
the collision the Chapman-Merritt tug 
Relief was dispatched to the scene. Late 
in the evening the tug sent in a wireless 
message saying she had sailed down the 
usual course taken by vessels in the West 
Indian trade for a distance of sixty-five 
miles without sighting either the Tagus 
or Republic. She had abandoned the 
pears and was then starting to come 
back, 

Mr. Sanderson sald last night that there 


| Was no need for anxiety regarding the two 
| vessels as the “Tagus 


had not been dam- 
aged, according to her Captain, while she 
stood by the schooner to see that her 
crew should not be tost. He was informed 
that the Tagus had got under way to 
come in at 3 P. M., but in the absence of 
advices from her agents at that time the 
commander changed his mind and decided 
to remain with the Republic. 

On receipt of the first wireless message 
telling of the collision the Cunard agents 
telephoned to Capt. Turner of the Maure- 
tania, which was sailing at 9 A. M. for 
Liverpool, informing him of what had 
happened and suggesting that if he got 
any urgent messages to go to the assist- 


‘ance of the Tagus. 


Owing to the dense fog in the harbor 
the Mauretania had to anchor off Liberty 
Island and wait until she could feel her 
way out of the harbor.

The Minnesota and Sidra Strike in the 
Fog and Come in for Repairs. 


The Norwegian fruit steamship Minne 


-sota, which cleared for Kingston on Tues- 


day, steamed slowly back to Quarantine 
through the fog yesterday morning. Her 
bow was crumpled and it was evident 
that she had to go slow to keep from 
shipping water through a great rent in 
her hull. Soon afterward from beyond 


Sandy Hook came the freight steamship 
Sidra, in-bound from Cuba with sugar. 
She, too, was damaged. Her bow was 
jammed and her plates ripped apart from 
deck almost to water line. 

The vessels had been in collision on 
Tuesday afternoon in the dense fog eighty 
miles south of Sandy Hook. Fortunately 
they were proceeding at a slow rate of 
speed and through a smooth sea. No one 
was hurt on either vessel. 

The Minnesota was steaming carefully 
south through the fog when, suddenly 
ahead, the Sidra shot out of the fog. It 
was too late to avoid collision, though 
both skippers frantically put their helms 
over. With engines reversed, they met 
almost head on. 

The bow of the Minnesota struck the 
Sidra slightly on the starboard side, whiic 
the Sidra’s bow caught her about in the 
same place. There was the crash of 
plates and the rending of timber and the 
the two. vessels, each with her bow stove 
in. veered off. 

Each vessel came to a stop, and the of- 
ficers quickly inspected the damage done. 
The aleppet of the Minnesota came about 
and offered help to the other vessel. It 
was not needed. Though she was leaking 
some, her skipper knew he could make 
port with his pumps. 

Two seamen were in the fo’cas’Je when 
the bow of the Minnesota struck them. 
They got out without injury, though one 
had to stop to cut his shoe lace before he 
could get away. In the smashing of the 
woodwork the lace caught in a board. 

Both vessels went to Brooklyn. They 
will have to go into dry dock for repairs 
before they can sail again.

ing and the fleet of incoming vessels had 











to move into Quarantine with the greatest 
caution. The big Cunard liner Maure- 
tania, which sailed at 9 A, M., had to 
anchor off Liberty Island, and did not 
clear Sandy Hook until the afternoon. 

Capt. Langereuter of the North German 
Lloyd liner Berlin found himself near 

iberty Island when daylight came, and 
ad to put back to Quarantine, and then 
came.to his pier after the doctors’ ex- 
amination. 

The North German Lloyd liner Katser 
Wilhelm der Grosse got through the fog 
in the afternoon and came to her pier. 
Her voyage was a bad one from the 
start, and her passengers were glad when 
they came ashvove at nichtfall. The ves- 
sel left Cherbourg on Feb, 23, and once 
away from the French Coast trouble be- 
gan. 

For most of the voyage she was buck- 
ing through ‘head seas, lashed by gales. 
On Feb. 26 the weather was exceptionally 
bad. She was running in the face of an 
eighty-mile gale and with seas breaking 
sO constantly inboard that she apeseted 
half submerged. Capt. Polack had to 
slow down to about 11 knots, and in twen- 
ty-four hours made only 276 knots. 

Such was the roll and pitch that the 
commander finally decided to use oil. 
Bags were lowered from the bow and oil 
poured through the lavatories. After this 
treatment the vessel rode easier. The use 
of oil was continued for twenty-four 
hours. The fog came as a disagreeable 
end to the voyage. 

The three days of fog have resulted ina 
congesticn of aliens at the immigration 
Station on Ellis Island, and the force has 
been put:ing in hard work straightening 
out the tangle. 

The fog of yesterday was heavier down 
the bay and so most of the Sound steam- 
ers were able to navigate Hell Gate. 
Two, however, were held up—the Peconic 
from Providence and the Old Colony from 
Boston. They had to anchor for a time 
at the entrance to the Sound. Ten min- 
utes was about the greatest delay on any 
of the ferries, and in the afternoon 
Got back to schedule time. : 

The adventures of the Berlin began on 
Tuesday evening. She came to anchor 
near Sandy Hook about 5 o’clock. An 
hour later she tried to get through Am- 
bruse Channel, but the fog shut down 
again and fifteen minutes later she’ had 
to let go her anchors again. At 10 P. 
M. the fog shifted and she again came 
ahead. Dodging other craft, she got be- 
yond the Quarantine station and was 
nearly up to Liberty Island when the 
Captain discovered his whereabouts and 
again anchored. 

Evrly yesterday morning she _ turned 
and dropped back off Staten Island. This 
time she stopped off the station and the 
health officer was soon alongside. There 
Was another delay before the pier was 
reached. She was off Liberty Island 
when the fog got so thick that the Cap- 
tain thought it expedient to anchor. She 
remained at anchor twenty minutes. It 
was 10:30 before she got alongside her 
pier. 

Capt. Langereuter entered and cleared 
his vessel at the Custom House at the 
same time. She was cleared because she 
is to sail for Newport News as soon as 
possible. There she will go into dry dock 
to be scraped and painted preparatory to 
her sailing on March 12 for the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The Ellis Island officials are handling 
1,025 passengers from the liner Rhine, 
Bremen; 475 from the Laurentic, Liver- 
pool; 320 from the Calumbia,‘ Glasgow; 
1,394 on the Duca d'Aosta, Naples; 
on the Ancona, Naples, and 1,000 from 
the Berlin. 

While this is an exceptionally large 
number of aliens to be reported for one 
day it is small in comparison with .the 
number held up by a four days’ fog two 
years ago this month. That week was 
a heavy one 4n the rush of immigrants. 
and when the fog lifted so that the vessels 
could go to their docks there were in 
New York Harbor 27,000 steerage pas- 
sengers. It was impossible to handle 
them all in one day and some were obliged 
to wait five days, before passing the ex- 
amination on the island. It required a4 
full week of overtime work to rid the 
island of the congestion that time.

Bride on Her Way Here to Join Her 
Husband Loses Her Mind on 
Same Ship. 





For three days the disappearance of 
Casacanni Celesta, a middle-aged steer- 
age passenger on the North German Lloyd 
liner Berlin, was a mystery. The vessel 
was searched again and again in the 
effort to find him. Then it was discov- 
ered that the demented man had accom- 
plished the almost impossible feat of 
pulling himself through a porthole and 
dropping into the sea. The story of his 
act was told yesterday when the vessel 
got in from Naples. 

The Berlin brought over 2,000 steerage 
passengers. Among them when the vessel 
left Naples was Celesta. He was morose 
and was given to talking to himself, but 
nothing strange was noted until he began 
to besiege the ship’s doctors for medicine. 
He wanted treatment for every conceiva- 
ble ailment. 

It was finally fgund necessary to con- 
fine him, as it was seen that he was de- 
mented. On the morning of Feb. 24 he 
was taken to the hospital and there locked 
up. He did not appear to be much ex- 
cited, and the officials say there was no 
reason for putting a special watch on 
him. 

At midnight Celesta was reported miss- 


ing by the hospital steward. The door ¢o |’ 


the room was still locked, and there was 
not the slightest indication as to how he 
had got away. A search of the steerage 
was ordered, but without result. Then 
“the boundary of the search was extended 
to nearly every part of the vessel, but 
Celesta could not be found. 

Three days later a steward noticed a 
scratch under the hospital port light. The 
ship’s crew could not believe that Celesta 
had gone by that way. It was decided to 
solve the mystery by a practical demon- 
Stration. A steward about the size gf the 
missing man was selected. It was’then 
found that by removing his clothes he 
could squeeze through the opening. It is 
believed that the demented man took off 
his clothes, threw them overboard, and 
then followed them into the sea, the mo- 
tion of the ship swinging the port light 
ae after him so hard that it remained 

st.

ARTER $265,000 LOSS 


Family Tires of Putting Up 
Money for the Magazine 
Founded by Warner M. 


HOLD-UP HASTENED THE END 


Too Much Publicity for-the Banker's 
Father When Women Robbed 
the Son of $28,000. 


After sinking $265,000 in Van Norden’s 
Magazine, since it was started four 
years ago by Warner M. Van Norden, ex- 
President of the Van Norden Trust Com- 
pany, the Van. Norden family have ap- 
parently decided to stop. The magazine, 
it was announced yesterday, has gone 
out of existence, with this month’s issue. 

The Van Norden family have paid all 
the periodical’s debts, including those of 
the March number, but three weeks ago 
they served notice on the magazine’s of- 
ficers and editors that the founder’s fam- 
ily would not put up a single penny after 
the March number had been issued. An 
arrangement has been made with Current 
Literature to take over the defunct maga- 
zine’s subscription list, on the chance of 
getting cash renewals from them for Cur- 
rent Literature at the end of the year. 
One of the officials of Van Norden’s said 
that the magazine had 100,000 subscrib- 
ers. 

Warner M. Van Norden is in Europe. 


About a month ago, shortly after he said 
he had been robbed of $28,000 vy two wo- 
men in Fifth Avenue, near the Waldorf, 
and immediately after he sold out his in- 
terest in the Van Norden Trust Company 
to a syndicate, young Van Norden gave 
evidences of what was said to be a 
nervous breakdown, and went to Carlsbad, 
Germany, for his health. He left all his 
affairs in the hands of his father, Warner 
Van Norden. 

Hardly was the younger Van Norden well 
out’ on the Atlantic when a representative 
of his father attended a regular monthly 
meeting of the Directors of the Van Nor- 
den Magazine, and gave them an ulti- 
matum which fell like a thunderbolt upon 
their ears. Among those present at the 
meeting was the magazine's editor in 
chief, Allen Walker, who is also President 
of the Eastern Publishing Company, 
which was incorporated eighi months ago 
ai the time of one of the several reorgani- 
zations which the magazine has under- 
gone. The senior Van Norden's represen- 
tative announced, in substance, that the 
Van Norden family stood ready to pay 
all the expenses of getting out the March 
number, which was then practically on the 


pressés, but that the family would net be- 
yond that advance a single cent. 

The magazine’s officers pointed out 
in reply that since the magazine’s reor- 

anization the circulation had jumped 
rom a more or less recognized circulation 
of 10,000 & month to what seemed to be 
a Circulation of 100,000, and that in these 
last eight months the Van Norden family 
had been called on to put up only $35, 
to pay running expenses as contrasted 
with $230,000 previous to that time. But. 
the representative of the senior Van 
Norden was obdurate. 

The officials the magazine accepted 
the ultimatum of the Van Norden agent 
with the best grace they could muster. 
They have been carrying on the maga- 
zine, they say, out of their own pockets 
during the last three weeks. ; 

“The Van Norden family does not wish 
to talk much because it has been getting 
a great deal too much publicity recently,’ 
said & member of the family yesterday. 
‘‘ When Warner M. Van Norden became 
ill and went to Europe recently his father 
took charge of his effairs. Among these 
was the magazine which had cost Warner 
M. Van Norden in three years $265,000.” 

The offices of the magazine at 12 West 
Thirty-third Street were closed and de- 
serted yesterday. 

‘‘The magazine has been in no sense & 
failure,’’ said one of the officers yester- 
day. ‘* The financial backing has merely 
collapsed.’’ ° 
*The first number of the Van Norden 
Magazine was published in March, 1906, 
being a thin eighty-page pamphlet, cost- 
ing $250, including editorial salaries, 
pictures, and text. Its founder, Warner 
M. Van Norden, didn’t meddle much with 
the editorial policy. but got some of his 
banking friends to advertise their insti-° 
tutions in it. It gradually enlarged and 
received a respectable recognition on the 
newsstands and in the reviews. ‘It al- 
ways paid its debts, but no one pretended 
that Mr. Van Norden ever made any 
money out of it. and members of the 
family implied yesterday that they had 
come to look on it as an over-expensive 
luxury.

Agreement Made on Condition 
-That the City Settle Its 
Long+Due Lighting Bills. 





COMPANY’S VALUATIONS CUT 





Millions Lopped Off State Board's 
Estimates, hut There’s $1,000,000 
Cash for tne City Treasury. 





A tentative agreement has been arrived 
at between the city and the Consolidated 
Gas Company on the long-standing squab- 
ble over the counter-claims of the two, 
which, if confirmed by the Mayor, will 
Settle the matter definitely. 

The agreement shows a balance in favor 
of the city of about $500,000. According 
to the original estimates made in the 
conferences held under the last adminis- 
tration, it looked as if the city would 
Owe the Consolidated in the neighborliood 
of $1,000,000. 

The total amount involved was orig- 
inally in the neighborhood of $12,000,000. 
The counter-claims are composed, on the 
part of the gas companies, by the city’s 
lighting bills. which have been unpaid 
since the agitation for cheaper gas start- 


ed several years ago, and on the part of 
the city by the arrearage special franchise 
taxes due from the corporations. ‘THe 
latter question has been before the courts 
for some time on the disputed point of 
valuation. The Consolidated is making 
conces ‘ons on this point now. 

When Controller Metz decided last year 
to make a determined effort to clean up 
the city’s arrearage tax books, he de- 
voted special attention to the franchise 
tax columns. When he got around to the 
Consolidated Gas Company he was in- 
formed that it and its subsidiaries would 
not pay up until the city settled its light- 
ing bills. The Controller appointed a 
committee, consisting of representatives 
“of che Department of Finance, the De- 
partment of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
‘tricity, and the Corporation Counsel's 
office to endeavor to obtain a basis of 
settlement. 

They held several conferences with of- 
ficers of the lighting combination, but 
met with trouble early in their work 
through their failure to” get any definite 
certification of the gas and electricity 
bills owed by the city from John 
O'Brien, then Water Commissioner. 

When Mayor Gaynor came in this mat- 
ter was one of the first which he took 
up. At the same time Attorney General 
O'Malley moved before the courts for a 
definite trial on the points involved in 
the franchise tax contention. 

President Cortelyou of the Consolidated 
and ex-Justice William N. Cohen, counsel 
for the company, called upon the Mayor 
yesterday morning and talked over the 
matter with him. They informed him that 
they were ready to come to an agreement, 
and later in the day a copy of the ten- 
tative arrangement was forwarded to him 
by Corporation Counsel Watson. 

It explained the various bases of valu- 
ation over the period of vears concerned 
with the deductions to be allowed in the 
settlement which-the Consolidated would 
take up on its end of the agreement. The 
total obtained is $12,000,000 less than the 
amount tentatively fixed by the United 
States courts, but a little more than 
$3,000,000 increase on the valuation of the 
special franchises represented by “ tan- 
gible and intangible property ”’ in the cap- 
italization of earnings during the years in 
question. 

The comparison of.the valuation of the 
Consolidated’s property fixed by the State 
Tax Commission and the compromise is 
given as follows:

Similar figures are fixed for 
street lamps and electric lighting in pub- 
lic buildings.

*bills to Jan. 1, 1909, and 6 per cent. after 
that date. 
1.-Commissioner Watson recommends to

“The latter said that he would not care to 
comment upon the matter until he had 
digested the agreement fully, but he is 
expected to approve it, as it has been 
drawn up largely on the basis of recom- 
“mendations made by him. 


COMPLAIN OF DRUG TRUST. 


Retailers’ Start Their Organization to 
Save Being Crushed. 


Initial steps toward the organization of 
the Druggists Co-operative and Protective 
Association were taken at a meeting of 
nearly 100 retail druggists and drug clerks 
last night in the lecture room of the Col- 
‘lege of Pharmacy in West Sixty-eighth 
Street. The main object of the associa- 
tion will be to fight the so-called Drug 
Trust. 

Some 5,000 circulars containing a call 
for the meeting were distributed through 
the city several days ago. ‘*‘ Act now, be- 
fore the trusts entirely crush you,’’ the 
circulars read. 

“Charles Bernardo, a druggist of 2,755 
Broadway, issued the call and seemed dis- 
appointed last night at the slim attend- 
ance. Mr. Bernardo told the druggists 
and clerks that co-operation between em- 
ployer and employe in the retail drug 
trade was necessary in order to protect 
the retailers against trust methods. He 
said the Drug Trust had been selling 
goods for 12 cents which cost the small 
retail druggists 17 cents at wholesale. 
He complained of the American Drugetst 
Society, which, he said, has been unfaith- 
ful to its members in allowing a Director 
of the Drug Trust to get possession of 
some of the society’s stock. 

mi The American Drugsists Society has 
allied itself in.a mild way with the real 
enemy,’ said Mr. Bernardo, “and the 
seorer ws “id ourselves of it the better.’”’ 

This raised a storm of protest from sev- 
e-al in the meeting.

Mendoza, who assumed the Presidency of 
Panama yesterday, issued a proclamation 
to-day on the death of President Obaldia, 
expressing the sorrow of the nation at the 
event which deprived Panama of ‘‘ the 
noble and disinterested services of her 
most illustrious son.’ The proclamation 
Savs: 

As a tribute to the memory of my chief, 
fellow-citizen, and’ friend, knowing as I 
knew his desires, aspirations, and patriotic 
endeavors, I declare that in the short time 
I shal] occupy the undeserved post of Presi- 
Cent I will inspire all my acts in the policy 
of concord, moderation. and tolerance he 
established and maintained, 


Americans will take a prominent part in 
the funeral of the late President. The 
commander of the United States marines 
has asked the Foreign Office for permis- 
sion to attend with his men. bearing arms 
in the city. The officials of the Isthmian 
Canal Commission, the Ministers and 
Consuls, and everybody of prominence, 
native and foreign. will also attend the 
ceremonies.

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CONDEMNS ASSETS CURRENCY 


Mr. Stickney Also Opposes Senator 
Aldrich’s Central. Bank Idea. - 

A. B. Stickney, former President of the 
Chicago, Great Western Railway Com- 
pany, whois an opponent of. Senator Ald- 
rich’s Central Bank idea, addressed the 
Students’ Guild of the New York State 
Society of Certified. Public Accountants 
last night, at the Engineers’ Societies 
Building, on the subject. The Central 


Bank which Mr. Stickney advocates is 
similar in principle to that in operation 
in England, where the Bank of England 
is the* nucleus. Such a bank he con- 
tends, cannot be créated by an act of 
Congress, and it is only necessary. he 
thinks to ‘repeal the restrictions which 
the National banking law places upon 
the management of the reserves of Na- 
tional banks”’ for such a bank as he 
recommends to save the banking problem 
along natural lines. 

Mr. Stickney is opposed to the issue of 
currency notes against bank assets. 
Speaking of this proposal he said: 

‘“‘In the last few years a propaganda in 
favor of a central bank hasbeen work- 
ing apparently for the sole purpose of 
having an institution which.can issue as- 
sets > ad be used in petty trans- 
actions and t payment of wages, be- 
cause they say it would be an elastic 
currency, expanding and contracting. 

“This country has experimented over 





and over again with assets currency,.: 


practically every dollar of which has 
turned to ashes in’the hands, not of the 
rich, or in the hands of the banks, but of 
the poor. | 

‘“* Daniel Webster once said that assets 
currency was a ‘ most ingenious device to 
fertilize the rich man’s land with the 
Bweat of the poor man’s brow.’ 

‘*There never was a man, or a bank, 
pr a Government so rich that its assets 
eurrency would circulate at par as money 
for any length of time.’’ 


BRAZIL ELECTS FONSECA. 


Chosen President Over Dr. Barbosa by 
an Overwhelming Majority. 


RIO JANEIRO, March 2.—Marshal 
Hermes Fonseca, former Minister of War, 
has been elected President of Brazil over 
the opposing candidate, Dr. Ruy Barbosa, 
ex-President of the Senate. 

While all the returns have not been re- 
ceived, the vote as it stands at present 
gives Marshal Fonseca an overwhelming 
majority. The returns up to to-night are: 
Fonseca, 102,000; Barbosa, 52,000. 











Marshal Hermes Fonseca is 55 years 
old. He was first appointed Minister of 
War by his uncle, President Theodoro 
Fonseca, in 1890. He has been Minister 


of War tor seventeen of the twenty fol- 
lowing years. His family is the leading 
military family in Brazil. His father, 


“Hermes Fonseca, was also a Marshal. 


The President-elect was born at Aba- 
wago Grosso, an interlor city on the 
Amazon River. He received his educa- 
tion at the National Military College in 
Rio Janeiro. 

Marshal Fonseca is a Conservative in 
politics and his administration will carry 
out the policies of the preceding Con- 
servative administration. Fonseca is a 
warm friend of the United States and 
has been a consistent advocate of the 
policy of increasing Brazil’s sea power. 


FEWER FAILURES IN FEBRUARY 


But Liabilities Have Been Exceeded 
Only Thrice in Seventeen Years. 








Commercial casualties during February, 
according to statistics compiled by Brad- 
street's, are smaller in number than in 
January, but considerably larger than in 
February of the previous year. The 
amounts involved also made a favorable 
showing by comparison with the figures 
for January, and show an increase over 
those of February, 1909. 

The number of failures reported by 
Bradstreet’s for the month just closed is 
1,004, against 1,241 in January and 990 in 
February, 1909. These figures show a 
decrease of 19 per cent. from those of 
the previous month, but an increase of 
1.3 per cent. over those of February, 1909. 

The liabilities involved last month were 
$16,170,103, a decrease of °6.7 per cent. 
from January, but an increasg of 19.8 per 


cent. over those of February in the previ- 
ous year. 

For February the showing is far from 
favorable, the liabilities in fact having 
been exceeded only three times in the last 
seventeen years.

The conference between the Mayor and 
the delegation from the. United Business 
Men’s Association was extended. In reso- 
lutions citing the effect of the strike the 
association proposed “that the differ- 
ences between the Rapid Transit Com- 
pany and its striking employes be sub- 
mitted to an impartial] Board of Arbitra- 
tors,’’ the company to select five men 
and the sirikers choose a similar number, 
and thesa ten men elect three not identi- 
4 with sither the company or organized 
abor. 

Mayor Reyburn said that he would not 
oppose any step that any person or repre- 
sentative body chose to take, and would 
welcome any honorable way out of the 
difficulty, but that he could not personally 
do anything toward arbitration. He de- 
clared that the company and the strikers 
should themselves be able to get together 
and effect a lasting peace. He placed the 
blame of the failure to reach an agree- 
ment in the differences between the com- 
pany and the carmen upon Pratt, who, 





Mayor Reyburn will send a message to 
Councils to-morrow dealing with the 
strike of the carmen’s union, and will re- 
fuse as a City Director in the Rapid 
Transit Company to recommend arbitra- 
tion in settlement of the dispute, as re- 


quested in a resoiution at the labor meet- 
ing on Sunday last. 

Although he has been urged by the Re- 
publican organization leaders to recede 
from this attitude,the Mayor declared to- 
day that he would withdraw from the or- 
sanization and run the city without the 
advice of Penrose, McNichol, and Record- 
er Vare rather than yield. It is believed 
that Councils will hesitate in the face of 
this declaration to pass a radical reso- 
lution. 

Meantime a universal strike of union 
workers and their sympathizers to begin 
at midnight Friday was proclaimed by 
the Central Labor Union of the city and 
vicinity at'a meeting held to-night. The 
strike leaders declare that 100.00 men 
will stop work at that hour if the Rapid 
Transit Company shall not in the mean- 
time have consented to arbitrate its dif- 
ferences with the striking carmen. As- 
Surances have been received, they say, 
from hundreds of unorganized wage earn- 
wa that they will join the movement 

The meeting at which the strike order 
was promulgated was large and senti- 
ment was apparently ‘unanimous in favor 
of the general strike. Speeches by John 
J. Murphy, President of the Central La- 
bor Union; Clarence O, Pratt. leader of 
the striking car men, and William Ma- 
hon, President of the International Car 
Men's Association, stirred the delegates 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm. 
were read from the Chicago and San 
Francisco Federations of Labor, with 250.,- 
OOO and 175,000 members, respectively, 
pledging their moral and financial sup- 
port to the cause of their Philadelphia 
brothers. 

Councils were called upon to insist that 
Mayor Reyburn use his prerogative as 
Chief Executive of the city and immedi- 
ately serve notice on the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit Company that it must 
submit to arbitration, as the public, whom 
he represents, demands, and that he re- 
turn the police to their regular posts of 
duty and to cease using them to man 
the trolley cars.

in the Summer of 1911. The feeling 
here is that the project will never be 
heard of again. , 

The message sent to the American 
committee was as follows: 


After your explanation we express 
to the American Committees our full 
confidence and best thanks and our 
preparedness to work together with 
them on lines which will be determined 
during the coming visit of the Ameri- 
can ommittee to Germany in the 
course of next Summer. 


Despite this message the Berlin man- 
agers admit privately that they regard 
the entire project as killed beyond 
resurrection. They still think the 
Americans ought to have been satisfied 
with the Government's correction of 
the bull made in the Reichstag by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Delbriick, and 
to have carried out the enterprise this 
Summer as originally planned. 

To-day’s Berliner Mittag Zeitung 
ridicules tke American committee and 
accuses its members of backing out be- 
cause they interpreted the Government 
statements in the Reichstag as a warn- 
ing that the Kaiser would not bestow 
orders and decorations on the Ameri- 
can nabobs who might come to Berlin 
for the show. 

The Kédlnische Volks Zeitung says: 


We won't bite our lips over a cor- 
rection in a speech, although we might 
take it for granted that between the 
speech of Herr Delbriick and its re- 
vision something happened. It is 
enough that the American Exposition 
should be designated ‘* dangerous ”’ 
and American competition, ‘‘ undesira- 
ble,’’ and that a State Secretary should 
take, in effect, the same stand.

SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, 
March 2.—Deserters from Gen, Mena’s 
force, who have surrendered to the Gov- 
ernment division at Acoyapa, state that 


Gen. Chamorro arrived at San Vicente 
yesterday with 60 horsemen, the remnant 
of the army of 1,500 with which he 
reached Tisma. 

They also state that when Gen. Mena 
and Gen. Zeledon learned of the disaster 
to the insurgent troops at Tipitapa and 
Tisma they decided to abandon their 
Dsitions and retreat immediately to 

ama. The ranks of the insprgents are 
reported to have been greatly depleted, 
as the news brought by Gen. Chamorro 
caused consternation among the rank and 
file, resulting in wholesale desertions. 

Gen. Vasquez now probably occupies 
San Vicente. He reports that Gen. 
Mena’s force became demoralized on 
abandoning its position at San Vicente, 
and that the deserters, who later sur- 
} rendered to Gen. Vasquez, included eleven 
Captains, eleven Lieutenants, seven sub- 
Ideutenants, and a large number of non- 
commissioned officers and men. 

Commander Shipley of the United States 
cruiser Des Moines has sent a dispatch 
to Rear Admiral Kimball from Colon 
saying that news of Chamorro’s defeat 
has reached Bluefields. 

The Nicaraguan Congress has approved 
the following addition to the Washington 
convention: 

** We recommend that the Governments 
of Central America do all in their power 
to obtain, first, a constitutional refor 
prohibiting the re-election of a President 
where such prohibition does not already 
exist; second, that these Governments 
Surround with complete guarantees the 
principle of alternability in the Presiden- 
tial office.’’ 


AUSTRIA TO GET LOW RATES.

Tariff Proclamation Ready—Thirty-six 


Other Places Get Minimum. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—The Secre- 
tary of State has signed a proclamation 
conceding to Austria-Hungary the mini- 
mum rates of the United States under the 


Payne-Aldrich Tariff act. The proclama- 
tion is now before the President for his 
signature. 

Next to France, Austria-Hungary pre- 
Sented the most formidable obstacles in 
the way of tariff adfiustment, Negotia- 
tions with France still continue, but no 
definite conclusion has been reached. 

The President signed to-day proclama- 
tions declaring that the countries and 
colonies named therein, to the number 
of thirty-six, were eniitled to the mini- 
mum rates. 

The list comprises the Isle of Man,

It may 
not develop until they reach Europe or 
even America. The sleeping sickness 
sometimes is not manifested for several 
months after the infection occurs. It is 
well-nigh incredible that the Roosevelt 
party, passing through so many of the 
sickness zones, has escaped infection.”

It took, however, ;a friendly 
position in this matter from the beginning 
by empowering Prince Henry to accept the 
Presidency of the German Reception Com- 
mittee. As to rhe expressions made: in 
the Imperial Diet, I, as a German, would 
not like to say anything.

Another reason why I prefer not to say anv- 
thing about this Is the fact that the situa- 
tion, after all, has luckily changed for the 
better. 

I too am convinced to-day that a German- 
American expoaition in 1911 offers the best 
solution, will not hurt anybody, and can 
only be productive of the best results all 
around. I join to the fullest extent in 
the thanks of my colleagues of the German 
Executive Committee to the American com- 
mittees with the sole addition that I thank 
them all personal!y for the aid given to the 
undertaking, the value of which I had the 
best chance to appreciate. 

Especially I should like to thank Her- 
man A. Metz. His push, his energy, and 
the fact that he stood for this good under- 
taking with the full weight of his per- 
sonality have gained my fullest admiration, 
and I beileve we owe him special thanks 
because he nas further offered his good 
services for the exposition deferred until 
1911.

Five Justices of the Supreme Court lis- 
tened all yesterday to divorce, separation, 
and marriage annullment cases, there be- 
ing more than 150 on the calendar for 
trial. Justice McCall, in Special Term, 
Part IIl., told the lawyers present that 
unless they were willing to proceed cases 
would go over to October. Several cases 
which were called for trial were not ready 
and went to the foot of the calendar. 

It vas made apparent that the Justices 
have been aroused by the criticism of 
the law's delay in divorce cases. The 
Subject was discussed at a recent meet- 
ing in chambers, and it was agreed that 
the neglect and carelessness of lawyers 
in failing to be ready for trial and their 
excuses to obtain postponements. not only 
caused great delay in the administration 
vf justice, but wasted the time of the 
Supreme Court, necessitating Justices to 
remain idle. J. B. F. Smith, Clerk of 
Special Term, Part III., said yesterday: 

“The calendar is up to date and was 
disposed of up to the end ‘of last October. 
The cases now on it are new issues, and 
can be disposed of by the end of the June 


term. The total number now on the cal- 
endar is only 1,600, and the courts can 
easily try and determine them in the 
next three months. The lawyers are re- 
sponsible for the delavs and not the courts. 

“IT have received many letters from cli- 
ents in divorce suits principally women, 
in which they complain ef the delay in 
having their cases tried. Investigation 
has shown that most of these have been 
adjourned from three to five times on 
the application of the attorneys for these 
very clients, the object in some cases be- 
ing that the attorneys extort additional 
fees from their clients.” 

Justice McCall himself set twenty cases 
over until October. Other cases he sent 
immediately to Justices Dayton, O’Gor- 
man, Gerard, and Lehman. Justice 
Gerard rebuked some of the lawyers be- 
for him for the manner in which they 
were conducting the examination of wit- 
nesses and threatened to_ dismiss com- 
plaints where his admonitions were dis- 
regarded. Justice McCall kept witnesses 
strictly within the laws of evidence, ask- 
ing questions of his own initiative and 
-ordering irresponsive and rambling replies 
‘stricken from the recore. 

Justice Dayton heard the undefended 
suit of Ida Adams Gallatin against James 
Nicholson Gallatin for separation. Jus- 
tice Dayton appeared to find inconsisten- 
cies in the testimony of Mrs. Gallatin, 
who said her husband had never con- 
tributed to her support since their mar- 
riage in January, 1907, and she was re- 
called to the stand. David Gerber, who 
represented Mrs. Gallatin, said no ali- 
mony was desired, because he asserted 
that Gallatin conidn’t pay 50 cents a 
week. Decision was reserved. 

Morris Bollas, a policeman, whose wife 
is confined in St. Vincent's Retreat, to 
which she was committed in December, 
1995, an incompetent, brought suit for di- 
vorce against her before Justice Fitz- 
gerald. By her committee. William F. 
Dordan, a brother, she asked alimony 
and counsel fee pending trial. Bollas op- 
posed this, alleging that Dordan and not 
he had caused her commitment to the in- 
stitution: and Dordan was paving for 
her maintenance there, the institution's 
charges being too heavy for the husband 
to bear. The co-respondent with whom 
Bollas asserts his wife was indiscreet has 
put in a deposition in his own defense. 
Decision was reserved.

must attract the attention of every 
observer. From Washington we learned 
Westerday that

“This is true although the customs re- 
Ceipts have increased $33,269,074 over 
dgst year. Deficiency of revenue is not 
the Nation's trouble, but inability to 
¢eontrol the expenditures, in which high 
Republican authority declares that there 
is waste of $300,000,000. Among the 
items in yesterday’s news are two bat- 
tleships of 27,000 tons, the largest and 
costliest in the world, at a cost of

THE LETTER TO DOLLIVER. 

Mr. Girrorp PincHor’s testimony be- 
fore the Senate Investigation Commit- 
tee Tuesday was not of a kind that he 
can think about with gatisfaction. Not 
only was he compelled to.admit that he 
had based his charge that Mr. BaAtL- 
LINGER had deceived President Tarr 
on a ietter that Mr. BAaLLINGsR had 
not written, which was directly con- 
trary to a letter that Mr. BALLINGER 
had written containing a true state- 
ment of the facts. He had to admit 
as a ‘‘ mistake his statement to Pres- 
ident Tart that by official action the 
Forestry Bureau stopped the issuance 
of patents to the Cunningham claim- 
ants; his statement that valuable lands 
containing power sites had passed 
from the Government as a result of 
Mr. BALLINGER’s action in restoring 
water-power sites was another “ mis- 
take,” and he further admitted that his 
representation to the President that he 
had known Guavis for several years 
was also a mistake. Most grievous of 
all was Mr. PIncuor’s failure to estab- 
lish that his letter of Jan. 5 to Senator 
DOLLIVER, which forced the President 
to dismiss the Chief Forester from the 
service, was properly authorized by 
Mr. PINcCHOT’s superior, Secretary WIL- 
SON. 

Thea essence of the insubordination of 
Chief Forester PIncHoT consisted in his 
making public, by having it read in 
the Senate, a letter stating that he had 
sufficiently disciplined by a reprimand 
two men in his service who had insti- 
gated attacks through newspapers and 
magazines upon the character of one 
of Mr. Tart’s Cabinet officers; that 
Mr. PINCHOT would advise that no fur- 
ther punishment was needed—and this, 
as Mr. Tart expressed it, ‘“‘ before that 
recommendation was submitted to 
Secretary WILSON and me, whose power 
and duty it was to determine, upon 
PRICE’s admissions as to his complicity, 
what action should be taken with re- 
spect to his resignation.” Mr. PIncHor 
presumed to prejudge this case, and to 
declare that the President had elim- 
inated in the person of Guavis “the 
mest vigorous defender of the people’s 
interests,” stating this purposely and 
avowedly to offset the President's mes- 
sage, which was to be transmitted to 
the Senate on the same day, together 
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with the proofs of Giavis's misdoings. 

On cross-examination Mr. PINCHOT | 
said that he consulted Mr. Witson be- | 
forehand, and “ believed ’”’ that he had 
his consent to publish ths letier.

BALLOT LAW AMENDMENTS. 

It is a perfectly sound contention that 
the ballot law should make independ- 
ent voting as easy as possible It is not 
a sound contention that it should make 
voting a straight party ticket difficult. 
This seems to be practically the issue 
between the advocates of the Massa- 
chusetts ballot and ,Jts critics. 

The essence of the Massachusetts bal- 
lot is an alphabetical list of all candi- 
dates for each office, from which list 
the voter is to select the name of the 
candidaté he wishes to vote for with 
no aid of any sort by indication of the 
candidate’s party. That is, of course, 
a perfectly feasible and convenient ar- 
rangement for a voter who has 
fications of the candidates for each of- 
fice, and undoubtedly our elections 
would be more intelligently carried on 
if all voters could and would take the 
trouble to do this. It is notorious that 
& very small proportion of them do, 
probably not more than one in a hun- 
dred at any local election. , For such 
offices as Mayor, or Governor, or Presi- 
dent, the proportion may be considera- 
ble, but we doubt if it is a majority. 
For the really important offices of 
members of the Legislature and Con- 
gressmen the number of voters who 
thus prepare themselves is not great 
and the number who could thoroughly 
prepare themselves if they wished is 
not much larger. For legislative of- 
fices the great mass of voters are sub- 
stantially compelled to be guided by 
their views as to party character and 
tendencies, and by this guidance they 
are not very seriously misled. When it 
comes to the multitude of small offices 
that are filled by election the task of 
adequate and reasonable choice becomes 
simply impossible. 

Unquestionably the present system of 
party columns in this State has proved 
a failure. It is intolerably confusing 
and cumbersome and directhy tends to 
mistakes that vitiate a ballot and 
practically disfranchise the unfortunate 
voter. But it is possible to give to the 
voter ail needed indication of the party 
character of candidates without the 
party column, We are convinced that 
it would be most expedient and most 
just as well to provide for such indi- 
cation. In the actual circumstances 
of our politics it is a right that the 
voter can reasonably claim. Since the 
great body of them undeniably wish to 
vote as a rule for their party, they 
should have the opportunity to do so 
in an easy, clear, and effective man- 
ner. Whether that is what they ought 
to wish is not a matter for the Legis- 
Since the wish pre- 
vails to such a great extent as it does, 
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should be provided: As we have said, 
it is quite practicable to de this with- 
out throwing the least obstacle in the 
way of any voter who desires to pick 
out the candidate he prefers for each 
office and to cast his vote for these can- 
didates with no risk of spoiling his bal- 
lot or losing his rights. And this is of 
imperative importance. 

The voot of the worst evils in our 
elections is not in the party vote; it is 
in the ridiculously excessive number of 
offices voted for, in the number of 
choices the voter who wishes really to 
make choice must undertake, It is the 
short ballot and not the non-partisan 
ballot that will correct these evils. The 
two do not really have any necessary 
connection whatever. But a short bal- 


Jot would tend to encourage independ- 


ent yoting. because it would be far 
easier for .he voter to make an intelli- 
gent independent selection. It would 
also tend strongly toward imposing an 
effectual responsibility on parties, for 
they could more readily be reached by 
the voters. We think that the ener- 
gies of those who are pressing the Mas- 
sachusetts ballot, and, we may add, 
those that are pressing the direct pri- 
mary and the referendum, might with 
advantage be concentrated on obtain- 
ing the reforms involved in the short 
ballot. The professional politician fears 
it, and for good reason, more than any- 
thing else that has been suggested. ' 
Sa 
PRESIDENTIAL PRESSURE. 

Because of the manifestly disturbing 
effect of the practice upon the indus- 
tries of the country The Financia}. 
Chronicle declares it to be unfortunate 
that “‘the President and his Cabinet 
Ministers are following the example set 
by his predecessors in traveling about 
the country and vowing what it is in- 
tended to do.’ From a Washington 
dispatch to our neighbor The Sun we 
get further and very interesting infor- 
mation of the efforts of the Executive 
to influence public oninion and legis- 
lative action: 





President Tart intends to use his 
personal influence to secure the adop- 
tion by the State Legislatures of the 
income tax amendment to the Consti- 
tution. It was made known to White 
House visitors to-night that the Pres!i- 
dent had written to ArtHUR I. Vorrs 
of Ohio, former campaign manager 
for Mr. Tart in that State, urging the 
adoption by .the Ohio Legislature of 
the income tax amendment. 

The President, it was said, hesitated 
about writing to the iegislators them- 
selves, but thought that he would com- 
municate with Mr. Vorrs and through 
him his views on the income tax. 


The Constitution declares that the 
President ‘ shall from time to time give 
to the information of the 
State of the Union, and recommend 
to their consideration such measures 
as he shall judge necessary and ex- 
pedient.”’ 


Congress 


It is not one of the duties of 
the President to make recommendations 
upon the state of the Union, or upon 
any other subject, to the Legislatures 
of the respective States. Any attempt 
on his part to influence the decisions 
of the State Legislatures would take 
him wholly outside his Constitutional 
province. We can imagine that in some 
States of the Union it would be re- 
sented. 

It is the general opinion that Senator 
Root, with all his ability and legal 
learning, altogether failed to make a 
convincing ‘reply to Gov. HvucGues's 
criticism of the Income Tax amend- 
ment. No lawyer's argument can get 
around the comprehensive import of the 
words ‘‘ from whatever source derived.”’ 
We should say that the weight and 
effect of Gov. HuGHEs's criticism would 
be heightened by the very fact that so 
great a lawyer as Mr. Root cannot 
meet it and overcome it. 

What influence beyond that of mere 
personal appeal can President Tart 
hope to exert in behalf of the amend- 
ment? It requires no elucidation or 
exegesis. The country understands it 
perfectly already, and there are many 
indications that it does not like it. 
There is a general expectation that it 
will be defeated. In the South it 
regarded as a Federal invasion of fields 
of taxation which the States should 
preserve to themselves. The more the 
people of the Northern and Eastern 
States study the amendment the less 
they like it. It will not be commended 
to their favor, rather to their disfavor, 
by the singular and perhaps unprece- 
dented action of the President in writ- 
ing to his former campaign manager 
to urge its adoption upon the Ohio 
Legislature.

THE DEATH PENALTY. 

The supporters of a bill to restore the 
death penalty in Rhode Island, which 
has done without it since 1852, present 
figures of curious interest. The State 
of Maine, also, has abolished capital pun- 
ishment, and it is found that in the 
census year 1900 homicides in Maine 
were almost twice as many per 100,000 
population as in Massachusetts, 
which retains the penalty; twice Con- 
necticut’s, four and a half times as 
niany homicides. as New Hampshire's. 
and twice as many as Vermont's. Rhode 
Island. had two and a half times as 
many as Massachusetts, 
Connecticut’s, three times Vermont's, 
and six and a half times as many as 
New Hampshire. These statistics are 
sufficient to alarm the Mayor of Provi- 
dence, three Police Commissioners, and 
the city’s Chief of Police. 

But, as The Springfield Republican 
ably points out, the figures prove noth- 
ing at ait with respect to the effective- 
ness or non-effectiveness of the death 
penalty. They show in certain cases 
as violent discrepancies between the 
numbers of homicides in Vermont, Con- 


necticut, Massachusetts, and New 
Hampshire,

States where the death 
penalty was inflicted. in 1900, as 
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pet ween: them and the twe States 
which dispensed with capital punish- 
ment: The homicides of only one year 
are chosen as the basis of comparison, 
which is, of course, too narrow a basis. | 
But even Statistics for half a century 
could not be correctly interpreted with- 
out reference to the different social and 
environmental conditions ef the New 
England States, Moreover, the death 
penalty is not especially deterrent. Dng- 
land of two centuries ago, when forty 
different crimes and misdemeanors were 
punishable by death, was more desper- 
ately criminal than any modern Amer- 
ican State. And here and now the legal 
taking of life is regarded with such 
horror that juries are prone to let mur- 
derers go scot free rather than con- 
vict them. Perhaps the law is better 
enforced under Rhode Island’s less bar- 
barous penalties.

THE CHILD WELFARE EXHIBIT. 

Not a fad, but the expression of a 
genuinely constructive force, we be- 
lieve, will be the child welfare exhibit 
to be held in this city next Fall by the 
Child Welfare Committee in co-opera- 
tion with the Health Department and 
other municipal and civic agencies. It 
is difficult to conceive of a subject 
more important to the life and forward 
movement of a city than the protection 
and the physical and moral develop- 
ment of its children. Just that is the 
purpose of the exhibit. In a word, it 
is to be a great lesson for the grown 
folk of the city on the importance of 
caring for the children, and the means 
by which it may be done. 

Some facts gathered by the Health 
Department and the Child Welfare 
Committee would seem to make urgent 
this lesson, never before given in such 
manner, or on such a scale here or in 
any other city in this country, we be- 
lieve. of every five children 
born in this city dies before five years 
old. There is in this city less than 
one square foot of playground for each 
child. It is estimated that 95 per cent. 
of the children quit school before 14 
years old. Out of 1,500,000 children 
under 16 less than 350,000, it is as- 
serted, attend Sunday schools. Not 
very satisfying statements, these. 

By means of models of homes, flats, 
street scenes; by moving pictures, pan- 
oramas, photographs, and living 
demonstrations: by dances, pageants, 
gymnastic drills, and model.play exer- 
cises, the committee hopes, it says, to 
give a comprehensive study of the 
child in the city under influences, good 
and bad, which play upon it in the 
home, in school, at play, at work, as an 
object of philanthropy and as a pros- 
pective homemaker and citizen.

That the New York 
Board of Aldermen 
, Ought to confess the 
worse than ridiculous 
blunder it made when it 
acclaimed Dr. Coox as the discoverer of 
the north pole, and to set itself and the 
city officially right in the eyes of a now 
derisive world by transferring to the real 
discoverer the honors it so rashly and 
stupidly conferred upon an impudent 
swindler, is, of course, a truth too ob- 
vious for discussion—almost too obvious 
for statement. Only by taking such ac- 
tion can the board even partially atone 
for its misrepresentation of the city’s in- 
telligence and put itself in a position to 
claim from the charitable the pardon 
they are wont to extend to honest—and 
regretted—errors of judgment. 

It would be expecting too much, how- 
ever, to expect the board to adopt any 
such resolutions as those introduced by) 
Alderman DRESHER. They were, to be 
sure, both humorous and exact in their 
characterization of ‘‘the joint and accu- 
mulated wisdom as scientists, navigators, 
and experts in atctic expioration’’ that 
led the City Fathers into their grotesque 
mistake, and in the abstract there is no 
objection to letting them see themselves 
as others see them, but it is at present 
of more importance that the mistake be 
rectified than that those who made it be 
exposed to deserved laughter. The Dresh- 
er resolutions, as was inevitable, were 
promptly tabled. It would now bé in 
order for Mr. DrEsHER or some Alder- 
man of more serious mind to introduce a 
new set, soberly stating the facts of the 
Cook award, excusing them as the result’ 
of a misguided but generous enthusiasm, 
and then extending to Mr. PEarRy the 
recognition and appreciation which his 
great achievement so well earned. 

There would be little of humiliation— 
nothing of real humiliation—in that for 
anybody. The board is less disgraced by 
what it did than by its persistence in a 
known wrong, and the substitution of jus- 
tice for injustice is always an admirable 
act when voluntarily performed, while it 
deserves no credit whatever when done 
under compulsion. By persistence in its 
original error the board will only render 
forgiveness impossible and fall perma- 
nently under the disgust and indignation 
which certain exponents of a mean and 
petty jealousy are now winning for them- 
selves in Washington AN trying to. pre- 
vent Congress from giving to Mr. PEARY 
any honors or rewards for the service he 
has rendered the Nation. 

It is not the fault of 
the new administration, 
of course, that the ‘ap- 
proach of Spring finds 
the pavements of the 
city streets, especially those made of as- 
phalt, in a most deplorable condition. In- 
deed, it is rather to the adminisiration’s 
credit that, in spite of the difficulty un- 
der which its street cleaners work as a 
result of the holes and ruts everywhere 
to be found, they have performed their 
task industriously and efficiently enough 
to enable the state of the pavements to 
be seen as well as felt by those who have 
to ride over them. President McANENY 
promises that repairs shall begin as svon 
as the weather permits, and shall he 
pushed as rapidly as is permitted by the 
somewhat complex responsibility for 
them. 

He, with Mayor GaYNoR’s assistance, 
or Mayor GaYNorR with his, could perform 
few greater public services than by com- 
pletely changing the established method 
of dealing with the eity pavements and 
substituting the only one that is at the 
same time economic and effective. Our 
wretched habit has been to snend a lot 
of money in putting down a fine pavement 
on this street or that and then to pay lit-

tle or no attention to it, until, through the 
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| neglect of small injuries that so soon 
turns them into big ones, it has been ut- 
terly ruined: Then the original expendl- 
ture has been repeated, to the great joy 
of fortunate—or favored—contractors, Un- 
der that system we have all the time had 
a few stretches of excellent street surface 
and the rest has been of a kind little 
creditable te our common sense or civil-’ 
ization. | 

With proper management—with such 
management as pavements receive in two 
or three parts of this country and in 
many parts of Europe, a good pavement, 
once laid, lasts indefinitely, and is never 
touched except on the surface, The secret 
{is constant examination and the instant 
repair of every imperfection that wear 
develops. This costs money, of course, 
but it costs much lesg than does periodic 
replacement from the foundation uv, and 
it has the supreme merit of enabling a 
pavement to render the best possible ser- 
vice all the time—which means direct 
economy for everybody who uses it as 
well as a reduction of the road tax. The 
work of repairing. pavements, or, rather, 
that of keeping them in repair, should 
not be divided, as now, between their 
makers, the street car companies, and thé 
city as @ last resort.. It should all be 
gone by @ single bureau that could be 
held to a stern responsibility for the per- 
formance of its duty, and the establish- 
ment of such a bureau would seem to be 
just the sort of 4 reform that would ap- 
peal to Mayor GAYNOR. 

Tuesday’s accident in 
the Hudson Tunnel 
in an hinted at the existence 

Accident. of one weak point in 
either equipment or 
management, for it was plainly an acci- 
dent of the ‘‘avoidable’’ kind. On the 
whole, howevér, the mishap was reassur- 
ing rather than a cause for apprehension, 
since it proved that the tunnel cars are 
sO constructed that they can endure a 
collision of great force without telescop- 
ing or riding over each ‘other. 

The elimination of these two dangers 
adds enormously to the safety of travel, 
for to them the loss of life in railway dis- 
asters is almost always due. Strong cars, 
skillfully designed for the meeting of 
other exigencies than those connected 
with first cost, will endure without serious 
injury, shocks, and strains that reduce 
the, products of misguided economy to 
what is only too often with truth called 
kindling wood. 

The passengers in the tunnel cars that 
collided seem to have escaped almost all 
hurts except those from broken glass. 
That, also, is a peril that could be wholly 
removed, for by the now familiar device 
of inciuding wire in glass it can be kept 
in place even when shattered. The man- 
agement of the Hudson Tunnels is already 
favorably known for its willingness to 
make wise innovations that conduce or 
seem likely to conduce to public comfort, 
convenience, and safety, and, with the 
warning it received Tuesday, it can rather 
confidently be expected to try this one, 
alike simple and inexpensive.

STRAIN OF CHINNING, 
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Director of Physical Training Says it 
Is Not Harmful for Boys. 


To the Editor of The New York Timee: 

It is seldom worth while to answer the few 
criticisms of athletics tn the publie schoo!s 
that appear in the public press. A letter in 
a recent tissue, written by James F» 
Dick, however, claims expert knowledge, and it 
is quite possible that a few may be sufficiently 
uninformed to give his opinions credence. . 

Mr. Dick criticises the competition in chin- 
ning which is about to take place in Districts 4 
and 5, on the ground that it will ‘' cause un- 
necessary development of the biceps and will 
involve heart and nervous strain which may 
produce grave and lasting injury.’"’ Hts criti- 
cisms are absurd, because the biceps is but one 
of three muscles of the arm which are used, 
the others being the brachialis anticus and the 
brachio radialis. The most important muscle 
involved is the latissimus dorsi. 

This criticism exhibits a deficient knowledge 
of anatomy and of physical training. If your 
correspondent had been in possesion of the most 
elementary knowledge of physiqlogy and of 
practice of physical iraining, he would know 
thet the heart is protected from over strain 
during this test by the increased intra-thoracic 
pressure, due to the closure of the glottis, 
which causes a reduction of the arterial and 
an increase of the venous blood. The nervous 
strain is ephemeral. 

Similar criticisms were directed toward this 
gymnastic event fifteen years ago, and many 
scientific studies were made in connection 
therewith. The Public Schools Athletic League 
introduced this as part of class athletics in 
1904, and schoolbo;s to the number of 70,00 
have been training in this event during the Inst 
year without an iota of harm, despite the fact 
that many have made records between 20 and 
35. 

Furthermore, this event is only one of “hree 
which will occupy the attention of the bows in 
Districts 4 and 5 during the coming three 
months. The other events are jumping and 
running. 

This is hardly the place to give a complete 
stntement of the physiology of exercise involved 
in chinning. It will, however, indicate that 
the achool authorities have given much time 
and thought to the choice of appropriate ath- 
letics and the prop2r safeguarding of the same, 
It will serve, I hope, to get at rest any fear 
which may have arisen from the reading of 
Mr. Dick’s statement.

| TARIFF SCARE IN HOUSE. 
Demccratic Amendment Causes Lead- 


ers to Take Quick Action to Suppress It 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—A Democra- 
tic proposition to amend the tariff law 
threw the House into confusion to-day 
and sent Republican leaders écurrying 
about in order to control the situation. 
A bill exempting from the payment of 
tonnage dués vessels stopping at ports on 
the Great Lakes, having passed the Sen- 
ate, was taken up for consideration, Rep- 
resentative Hitchcock of Nebraska sought 
recognition from the chair with an 
amendmeént providing for a reduction of 
25 per cent. ‘In the customs duties on 
Canadian goods. 

Chairman Payne of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, taking alarm, pro- 
ceeded down the aisle and to the chair of 
the Speaker, where a hurried conference 
took place.” Returning to the floor Mr. 
Payne was recognized amid a noisy de- 
mand for recognition by Representative 
Hitchcock, who insisted that he had a 
prior claim to that right. 

‘* From, the standpoint of leadership,’ 
said the Speaker, ‘‘the gentleman from 
New York seems to be the most con- 
spicuous so opposed to this bill 
on this side.”’ 

Then in order to head off a further ac- 
tivity on the part or the Democrats Mr. 
Payne moved to recommit the measure 
and voted with his party to defeat his 
own motion, which was done 118 to 160. 
The parliamentary status of the bill was 
then so advanced that under the rules 
there was oe further to do except to 
put it upon its final passage, and it was 
passed. 


CONVICT REFUSES PARDON. 


Taylor Will Remain in Atlanta Peni- 
tentiary as Prison Pharmacist. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Declining to 
take advantage of the pardon granted to 
him by President Taft, Thomas Taylor, 
sentenced in this city to fifteen years in 
the Atlanta Penitentiary for the murder 
of his wife, will remain as one of the 
*trusties’’ of the institution. 

During his long incarceration Taylor 
studied pharmacy and was assigned to 
the custody of the prison pharmacy. He! 
will remain in this capacity.

All Navy Men Involved in Cowles Case 
Now Detached from Boston Yard. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Paymaster 
George P. Auld, one of the principals in 
the recent naval court-martial at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard, has been ordered to the 
naval station at Puget Sound. 

This order marks the detachment from 
the Boston yard of all of the parties to 
the incident connected with the assault 
upon Dr. Cowles.

When I hear New Yorkers criticised in such | 
sweeping style by Southern people who live! 
here I feel that it is almost paralle! to a guest 
criticising a nost whose hospitality he has ac- |, 
cepted. I say without hesitation that I am 
ashamed of it because I am a loyal Southern 
woman, and such conduct is not loyal to the 
spirit of Southern tradition. 

As a member of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy, a member of the Society of Ken- 
tucky Women of the City of New York, and 
the daughter of a Confederate cavalry officer,

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As soon as the weather takes on a 
Spring-like tone Park Commissioner Sto- 
ver will undertake the cleansing of the 
bronze statues about the city of the ac- 
cumulations of soot and dirt which at 
present begrime them. The work has 
been talked over with Gutzon Borglum, 
the sculptor, and the Commissioner is 
convinced that with the aid of his skilled 
advice no damage, from the artistic point 
of view, will be done to the statues. 


The figure of Lafayette at the southern 


end of Union Square is likely to be first 
subjected to a Spring cleaning. Three or 
four of the more intelligent laborers of 
the Park Department will be instructed. 
in the work, and with soft brushes and: 
cloths and water wiil try if they cannot’ 
make a clean job of it. Acids are not to; 
be used, and the necessity for care so that 
the bronze is not scratched will be im« 
pressed on the men. Speaking yesterday 
of what might be done by simple meangy 
Mr. Borglum said: 
- “‘Here we have from $1,000,000 to $3: 
000,000 worth of bronze monuments in thet 
city, and we pay absolutely no attention. 
to them. When they are put up we make: 
a big fuss, listen to grand, eloquent 
speeches, éven write about them a little. 
and then neglect them entirely. There ig: 
not a city in this country which takes 
proper care of its statuary. . 
‘““Many of the monuments in the city 
have an eighth of an inch of soot and dire! 
over them. Of course, the cleaning proc 
will not in any way affect the pating 
which artists value so much, but will only 
restore the statues to the condition ir 


which the sculptors intended they shoul 


remain. 

“The patina is the rust on- bro 
which, however. does noi, like the rust 0 
iron, corrode the metal. It is green in’ 
color, the exact shade depending on thay 
amount of alloy used with the copper tq 
form the bronze. It is formed by thd 
statue gathering from the atmosphere; 
carbon and sulphur, and the formation off 
nitrate of copper crystals on its surface. 

‘‘In the case of the Statue of Liberty, 
on Bedloe’s Island,” said Mr. Borglum, 
“the continuous washing of the rain and | 


the spray keeps it clean. I should have 
gone to Washington, if necessary, if the’ 
roposal to take away its patina had been. 
likely to be adopted a year or 80 ABs! 
People said then that it was eating into. 
the metal, and that in certain places the’ 
bronze was rent away. All I can say is, if] 
there are any thin places they are the 
results of flaws in the original casting. 

‘A cleansing of the other statues will, 
bring out their fine lines. At peseene they: 
have a coat of grime, and might just as 
well be made of lead as far as their color 
goes.”’

ECONOMIES AT WASHINGTON, 


Labor Saved in Auditing Bureau and 
Money in Cigar Stamping, 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In his New- 
ark speech the President struck a ré- 
sponsive chord by advocating economy 
in the conduct of the country’s business. 
The fact that experts estimate the waste 
at from 100,000,000 to $§500,900,000 per 
annum is appalling. Only those familiar 
with the situation can appreciate the tre- 
mendous waste in duplication of labor, 
in appropriations made for political pur- 
poses, and in a thousand other ways. AS 
the President has pointed out an econom- 
ical administration cannot be secured 
merely by the domestic expediency of 
doing without something we want or 
should have, such as refusing to appro- 
priate fot river and harbor work, fortifi- 
cations, battleships, public buildings, and 
the like, but by the introduction of mod- 
ern methods of doing business and re- 
quiring a dollar’s worth of work or ma- 
terial for every 100 cents expended. 

His subordinates are co-operating with 
him, and many small economies are being 
introduced which will, in the aggregate, 
save the Treasury a great deal of money. 

For example, in one of the auditing 
bureaus adding machines are being intro- 
duced. It is estimated that through their 
use something like 200 clerks can be dis- 
pensed with, to be used elsewhere, or 
their salaries saved. 

Another instance of what can be done in 
little things ts in the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. Collector of Internal Revenue 
Cabeil has decided to cut off a few inches 
or some of the cigar stamps and slightly 
narrow the others. By this change he 
will save $35,000 in paper, ink, and print- 
ing alone, and will standardize the 
stamps, so that they can be much more 
easily counted and checked, both here 
and in other offices throughout ths 
country, incidentally saving much cler- 
ical labor and avoiding mistakes such as 
now occur. This seems like cheese-par- 
ing, but the step was not taken until 
after censultation with cigar manuface 
turers and others, and it was found the| 
change could be effected without injury’ 
to any interest concerned. 


NO SITES FOR EMBASSIES. 
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House Defeats Plan for Future Ape 
propriations to Buy Land. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Following an 
animated debate on a Dill giving legis- 
lative authority for future appropriationa 
to purchase sites for the construction of 
buildings as residences of diplomatic of- 
ficials abroad, the House to-day placéd 
its seal disapproval upon all such 
projects. The measure, which had been 
reported from the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, carried no appropriation and lim- 
ited the amount that might be appro- 
priated for such purpose by future Cone 
gresses in any one year to $500,000. 

The proposition to provide homes for 
diplomatists in foreign capitals was: ad- 
voeated by Representative Lowden of 
Illinois, and was opposed on_ both the 
Democratic 2nd Renublican sides of ths. 
chamber. Representative Prince declared 
that the policy of providing such resi- 
dences would increase the expense of liv- 
ing abroad on the nart of diplomatic 
officers and make it imvossible for poor 
men to accept such posts. 

The vote showed 160 against and 84 
members favoring the proposition. 
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$30,000,000 FOR IRRIGATION. 


Senate Passes Bill Authorizing Loans 
to That Amount. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—After brief 
general discussion the Senate to-day 
passed the bill authorizing the issuance 
of $30,000,000 worth of certificates of 
indebtedness for the completion of the 
irrigation projects of the Government al- 
ready under way. The bill is intended to 
supply sufficient money to finish these 
works, and it is contemplated that the 
certificates will be redeemed by money 
derived from the sale of the lands ree 
deemed by the improvements. 

Snator Clay of Georgia made a speech 
in opposition to the principle involved 
rather than against the bill itself, 
predicted that the time would come whe 
a direct annual appropriation of $50, 

000 or $60,000,000 would be née 
to carry en the reclamation work. T

Plans of the new Bessie Abott Opera 
Compahy, which is to be a feature of 
next year’s musical season, were an- 
nounced yesterday by Ralph Edmunds, 
who has been in Europe for the past few 
months arranging the details of this or- 
ganization for Liebler & Co. Mr. Ed- 
munds returned yesterday on the Ber- 
lin, and said that all the contracts were 
signed and everything was ready for the 
production of a new Italian qpera by 
Mascagni. 

“This opera, which is called ‘ Ysobel,’ 
will be produced for the first time on any 
stage in America, when it will be sung 
by Miss Abott and conducted by Mas- 
cagni himself,’’ said Mr. Edmunds. “it 
has been with great difficulty that [ 
have. secured the opera, and still greater 
difficulty attended my efforts in getting 
Mascagni to come to this country. This 
composer is now the director of the Con- 
stanzi Theatre in Rome, and he is held 
there by a contract for two years more. 
His wife, who accompanied him on his 
former trip to this country, had no de- 
sire to come over again, and that was 
another obstacle. The matter ‘of the Con- 
stanzi Theatre was finally arranged, and 
his wife was persuaded to come. 

‘* Mascagni will come to New York and 
will direct every performance of the opera 
which is given. Rome is to have an ex- 
position in April, and al) the Italian con- 
posers are writing operas for that event. 
Mascagni had started this one for that 
purpose, but he has consented to its first 
production in New York. 

“‘Illica, the famous Italian librettist, 
who furnished the book for ‘ Tosca,’ has 
written the libretto of ‘* Ysobel.’ It is 
founded on the English ‘ Lady Godiva 
legend, although he has changed the de- 
tails of the story somewhat. The ride 
of the nude Lady Godiva through the 
streets Mascagni has depicted in an inter- 
mezzo, Which is already written and which 
T have heard. It is certain to become as 
popular as the famous intermezzo in 
‘Cavalleria Rusticana.’ The prelude, the 
duet in the last act. and a Jong air in the 
first are also finished. The whole idea 
of the three acts is in Mascagni’s mind. 
He is working hard and will have the 
opera ready by September. 

“It will be produced probably in Decem- 
ber in Italian. The company has not yet 
been chosen, but Miss Abott will have 
the best support obtainable. The opera 
requires two good tenors, a baritone, and 
a bass. 

“The theatre for its production has not 
vet been selected. It is probable thet it 
will not be an every-night affair. liow- 

‘ever, Miss Abott thinks she can sing five 
times a week at least. Miss Abott is now 
in Rome, where she will sing in *‘ Boh@éme’ 
at the Constanzi Theatre. The leading 
r4le of the opera is being written with 
her constantly in mind. “/ 

‘Besides this opera of Mascagni’s we 
have several other operas in reserve, new 
works by Italian composers. These will 
be given later, as occasion requires. At 
present all effort is being concentrated 
on the production of this one. It will be 
the first time that a new work by one 
of the leading opera composers of the 
world has been brought out for the first 
time in America.’

No. 32, Bronx, May Be Eliminated as 
Trophy Contender. 

The public schools of the city are look- 
ing forward with. interest to the decision 
vf the Committee on Athletics of the 


Board of Education on the meet held last 
December. The winners of this meet have 





been withheld, pending: an investigation 


because. it is alleged one of the schools 
had athletes entered who were not eligible 
to take part under the rules of the Pub- 
lic Schools Athletic League. 

Four schools were tied for first place 
for the trophy offered by Rodman Wana- 
maker, and these schools were Bronx 10 
and 32, Manhattan 62, and Brooklyn 9. 


It is stated that the school which has 
received the most attention by the inves- 
tigating committee is Bronx 32. It is al- 
wegen that this school entered athletes 
who were not eligible to run under the 
rules of the Public Schovls Athletic 
League. The eligibility rules state that 
no student shall compete who has not at- 
tained the rating of B or better. 

fhe students of Brooklyn 9. feel that 
they have heen brought into the con- 
troversy without cause. Principal Wiill- 
iam G. Rainey of Public School 9 said 
yesterday that every athlete who com- 
peted for the school was eligible, and that 
they had high hopes of obtaining the 
Wingate Trophy. The Principal stated, as 
President ¢t the District Public School 
Athletic League, that-the schools of 
Brooklyn were very careful. about eligi- 
bility rules, and some of the students of 
No. 9 substantiated this statement by 
saying that some of their best athletes 
were kept out of last December’s meet 
because they were below Grade B in 
scholarship.

8\Cents a Yard to be Paid for Dredg- 
‘ing and the Mud to be Used for 
Fill in Making a Real’ Harbor. 





Declaring that the million dollars of city 
money that he is about to sink in the 
shallow waters of Jamaica Bay will ‘go 
into the safest savings bank in the world, 
Dock Commissioner Calvin Tomkins -an- 
nounced yesterday that he -was almost 
ready to tackle the job in a practicable 
way. 


“There are a lot of people who have 


ideas about just what ought to be done 
With Jamaica Bay to make it the world’s 
chief harbor,” he said, ‘‘and I'm going 
to begin work with the preliminary fund 
6f $1,000,000 by giving all these people a 
ehance to be heard. I'm going to invite 
them into my office some day next week 
ahd let them all have their say. 
“f* After this public. hearing the next 
oiep will be to select a site for the first 
Bulkhead. I suspect this will be some- 
where in front of Fresh Creek, on the 
bay's north shore. We will make it into 
a. big basin for use as 4 shipping and 
failroad centre. 
*** You see, while the city has to put up 
the money for this initial work, it’s 
tgally only throwing it into a savings 
bénk. Digging the channel is a Govern- 
tment job, but utilizing the mud for break- 
waters and fills is a city job, and we 
aid not want to get into conflicts over 
engineering methods. So the Government 
turned over to us the whole matter— 

reeing to pay us at Scents per cubic 
yard for all the mud we dig out of the 
bay bottom and throw over our bulkhead 
into our proposed fill. 

«Much of this initial expenditure of 
$1, 900,000 will go“into digging this mud. 
so, of course, it will come back again, as 


the sum of 8 cents a yard will pretty 
fairly" cover the cost.” 

-Dock Commissioner Tomkins has been 
indorsed by the enthusiastic citizens back 
of the Jamaica Bay project, as a man to 
whom Mayor Gaynor ought to give the 
wor possible latitude under the charter 

work out his development problem. 

“The State has been good to us,” he 
said, in discussing that phase of the mat- 
ter, ‘“‘and the Nation has been good. Kut 
we still have to deal with a few individ- 
ual citizens. That is because the $12,000,- 
000 worth of land under water which the 
State relinquished title to doesn’t quite 
cover all the desired shore land. Some 
shore land we will have to buy, and 
now’s the time to do it, before the needs 
ef the future commerce are pressing for 
reom. I fancy that some land purchases 
will be made even before constructing the 
fMitial bulkheads.”’ 


It Can’t Fill Up Again. 


*** And how about the actual promise of 
that bay as a great metropolitan port?”’ 
the Commisgioner was asked. “Isn't it 
true that sands are shifting Constantly 
ayer from the Jersey coast to the Long 
Tsiand coast, and that any channel is 


likely to fill up as does so much deep 
water just off Coney and Pium Islands?” 

lo,” he said, “that won't develop 
into any serious problem. There is no 
éurrent flowing into Jamaica Bay, and 
not any perceptible fresh-water channel 
running through it that carries sediment. 
The bay bottom is of well-packed gravel. 
and once dredged out it is not likely to 
be seriously affected by silt deposits. 

*I hope to et a g00d start on the job 
this Summer,” continued Mr. Tomkins. 
“for the reason that the port is really 
badly needed. It is positively true that 
Manhattan dock develo opment has reached 
its full possibilities, and that the su- 
premacy of this ba is imperiled except 
as relief is found in some such develop- 
ment work as that planned up the coast.

City on a mornin train and at once pro- 
ceeded to Justice Rush's. office. The Jus- 
tice fixed bail at $10,000, which was im- 
mediately furnished by Mr. Champion's 
brother. 

Mayor Cresse says he acted in an official 
capacity, following reports made to 
him by auditors who had been employed 
upon Mr. Champicen’s books that he had 
been raising funds to meet pressing obli- 
gations by forging the names of the 
Mayor and City Clerk Garrettson to notes 
for $6,500 and $3,500 each, issued in the 
name of the city and discounted by the 
Vineland National Bank. The notes were 
produced by Cashier Pond of the Vineland 
Bank, who became suspicious over -the 
signatures. 

According to Mayor Cresse, later devel- 
opments indicated a shortage of nearer 
$17,000 than $10,000. Mr. Champion’s bon 
is for $15,000. 

“My estate will repay every dollar.” 
Mr. Champion informed friends. “T could 
raise $30,000 if necessary. 

The missing money is said to have gone 
into real estate investments which did 
not produce as quickly as expected. 


NEW SMUGGLING PROCESS. 


Maita Lace, Not Soiled Linen, Carried 
from Liner by Messenger Boy. 
After the Cunard liner Carmania got in 


from Naples yesterday afternoon a mes- 


senger bov was held by the customs men 
as he was leaving the pier with a paste- 
board box.

GOOTMAN MURDER 


Man of Many Names Under Ar- 
rest on Minor Charge Volun- 
_ tarily Tells of the Crime. 








POLICE PERPLEXED BYSTORY 
& 
Schwartz Said He Did the Job with 
Jimmie the Crab and One Other— 
Some inaccuracies in the Detail. 








A Ddig boyish- faced burglar, one of 
whose several: aliases is George Schwartz, 
has been out of Sing Sing only two or 
three months, but in that time he has 
committed a number of other burglaries, 
done some unskilled shoplifting, and has 
confessed to killing Moses Gootman, the 
well-to-do merchant of 16 East 109th 
Street, early on the morning of Jan. 30, 
and wounding Isaac Gootman, his son. 
He now gees back to Sing Sing for two 
more years for some emall thefts in Yon- 
kers. 

Last Saturday Policeman Higgins ar- 
rested Schwartz in Yonkers on the~charge 


He said he was 26 years old, and that 


he was born in Mexico, though he had 
spent most of his youth in Yonkers. The 


police there knew him well, He has gone 
under the name of Allyne Fullerton, 
Chester Dalton, Crescent Painesorie, and 
Jess Carmichael. 

In 1908, when he was only 19 years old, 
Schwartz was tried in Yonkers on the 
charge of larceny, and sentence was S8uUs- 
pended. He ran away. The next year he 

ot four months in the enitentiary here 
for shoplifting. In 1906 he was tried for 
shoolifting in Albany, and beat the case. 
Earlv in 1908 he was sentenced to two 
vears in Sing Sing by Judge Swann here 
on the charge oO entering and robbing 
the apartment of M. Kraussee at 532 
Lenox Avenue. 

Yesterday he was again sentenced to 
Sing Sing for two years by Judge Beall 
in Yonkers. He was handeufféd to De- 
tectives Scheibel and Healy, who brought 
him to New York for his appearance in 
court this afternoon against one of his 
alleged confederates in the Gootman 
shooting, who has been arrested. 

While Schwartz lay in his cell last 
Saturday night Lieut. McGowan went 
in to talk to him. The prisoner, looking 
up uickly, said: 

That would happen to a man who 
had killed another and who, also had 
been a highwayman?” 

Lieut. eGowan at once brought the 
prisoner out, and then he told his story 
about the Gootman shooting. He said 
he hadn't been sleeping on. account of 
‘tt, Imspector McCafferty was sent for 
immediately, and on Sunday in his pres- 
ence and that of Capt. Lent of the 
Yonkers police and Lieut.- McGowan 
Schwartz made a voluntary statement, 
which was to this effect: 

‘‘About 1 o'clock of the morning of 
Sunday, Jan. 320, myself, ‘ Jimmie the 
Crab,’ and another man {whose name the 

lice have] went to the house at 16 Fast 
1Ooth Street. We found the outside door 
not locked, and so we went down the 
stairs into the cellar, and then out into 
the rear yard through the back door. We 
threw a rope to the fire escape at the 
back of the flat two flights up. [That is 
eccupied by William Goldsmith.] 

“The hack window was not fastened, 
and so I went in, taking as much jewelry 
as I could easily find. We then came 
cown to the fire escape of the flat one 
flight up, which was occupied by the 
Gootmans, I have since learned. That 
back window was fastened good and hard, 
but we jimmied it open. I went in. My 
two pals stood out on the fire escape. 

‘*IT found myself in the kitchen. Goaing 
into the dining room, I saw dimly the 
form of a.man lying on a couch there. 
There was no light here. The only win- 
dows that opened this way were from 
the rear, and there was no light out tht 
way. The man jumped up and grabbed 
me. We grappled and fought. I pulled 

my pistol and shot. I don’t know how 
i many times. He fell to the floor. I had 

hardiv got him off than another man 
|grabbed me. Again I shot, and then 
jumped back out on the fire escape. 


Says He’s an ex-Prizefighter. 


““My two pals had already got ready to 
slide, and did it. I went after them. We 
pulled the rope down, took it along with 
us, and beat it out the way we had come. 


All three of us spent that night in the 
Turkish bath at the southwest corner of 
Madison Avenue and 125th Street. The 
next day I sold the jewelry taken from 
the Goldsmith flat and some other stuff 
from other jobs .to a second-hand pawn- 
broker and jewelry man named Schorn- 
stein in Eighth Avenue, near 125th Street. 

‘What became of the pistol I used? 
Why, a week ago I was arrested by De- 
tective McCarthy of the Harlem Detect- 
ive Bureau on the charge of carrying 
concealed weapons. I was taken to Spe- 
cial Sessions and there was let loose on 
a suspended sentence. Of course they kept 
the gun.’ 

Schwartz is about 5 feet 11 inches in 
height, has a dark complexion and a flat 
nose. ‘His nose was flattened, he said, in 
a prizefight. He had once some ring 
fighting. His real name, he said. was 
Penefeure.
